8 R. William Dampier was born in th 
tt. f/m ~ year 4652, of a good family in So 
, ' ff merfetfhire; but, lofing his* fathe: 


when very young, fome relations, tc 
whofe care he was left, having given him an in. 
different education, bound him at the age of fe 
venteen apprentice to the mafter of a fhip, whc 
failed out of Weymouth in Dorfethhire: with hir 
Bs, he made a voyage to: France, and)another to New- 
a foundland ; in the latter of which he fuffered {c 
: {everely from the climate, that, om his return, he 
retired into the country among his friends, refelv- 
ing to go to fea no more; but being naturally of 
a wandering difpofition; he foon changed his refo- 
lution, and coming up te London in 1670, enter: 
ed himfelf as a forémaft man on board an Faft In- 
dia thip, bound to Bantam, in which he made a 
fuccefstul voyage, 
-In the year 1672 he lived private with a brother 
in Somerfetthire, and in 1673 he ferved. againft the 
Dutch in two engagements on board a king’s fhip, 
called the Royal Prince, commanded by Sir Edward 
Sprage, who was killed the fame year. Going af- 
terwards again into Somerfetfhire, he became ac- 
quainted with colonel Hellier, a gentleman, who 
having large poffeffions in Jamaica, perfuaded him 
to go thither as a planter, which life he quitted 
after having been engaged in it about a year, to go 
with one captain Hodfel to cut logwood in the bay 
of Campeachy. : ney 1

“This employment he followed very diligently, | 
tho? liable to many hardfhips; and having once: 
found that it was pretty profitable, he embarked in’ 
it a fecond time: it was here he became acquaint-' 
ed with many of thé Buceaneers, with whom we: 
find him afterwards engaged, not without being — 
afhamed of fuch connexions when he reflected up-’ 
on them in his later years ; and here he firft form- 
ed certain projeéts on which he founded the mak- 

ing his fortune, and which brought him back to 
England in Auguft 1678. - Having raifed what mo- 

_ hey he could, and provided himfelf with proper ne- 
ceflaries, he once more embarked for Jamaica in 
the beginning of the year 1679, in the Loyal Mer- _ 
chant of London, captain Knapman commander, 

It was his intention to purfue the bufinefs of 
a logwood cutter in the bay, with the advan-_ 
tages and manner of conduéting which trade he 
was very well acquainted ;‘but he afterwards chan- - 
ged his refolution, and laid out. his money in pur- 
chafing a fmall eftate in Dorfetthire, from a man 
of whofe title he was quite certain; however, 
before his return home, he agreed with one Mr. 


Hobby, to make a voyage to the Mofkitto fhore tek 


on the continent, but anchoring off Nigral Bay, 
at the weft end of Jamaica, all Mr. Hobby’s men 
forfook him, to join the captains Coxon, Saw- . 
kins, Sharp, and other privateers who were going - 
upon a lucrative expedition; and after three or 
four days Dampier himfelf made one of the fame’ 
company, knowing very well that his affiftance 
fingly could be of very little fervice to Mr. Hobby, 
fince they could not pretend to fail the fhip be- 
tweeen themfelves only, Vie 
_ The firft expedition of thefe confederates was 

againft Porto-bello, after which they agreed to crofs 
the Ifthmus of Darien to the fouth feas; for which 
purpofe they landed, on the sth of April 1680, near

Dp "THE VOYAGE OF 
Golden Ifland,. one of the Sanballoes, being: 
~ jn number-near four hundred, plentifully ftocked » 
with provifions, and little nick-knacks to fecure 
the friendfhip of the Indians. After a march of | 
nine days they came up with, and plundered San- 
ta Maria, where not finding the booty. they ex- 
pected, they ftaid only three days, and then embark 
ed on board of fome {mall craft for the South Seas, 
April the 23d they were in fight of Panama, and 
made.a fruitlefs attempt upon Puebla Nova, where 
captain Sawkins and fome others of them loft 
their lives, 
~, On June the 6th they ftood over for the coaft of 
Peru; and having touched at Gorgonia and Plata, 
in O&ober feized upon Yla. About Chriftmas. 
they arrived at the Ifland of Juan Fernandez, where 
the moft part of the crew difliking captain Bartholo-> 
mew Sharp,who had affumedthe principal command 
after the death of Sawkins, difplaced him in favour 
of captain Wathing: | but the latter being killed, 
- together with twenty-eight of his men in a fruitlefs 
attack madc.upon Arica, a ftrong town built in the 
hollow of the elbow of the Peruvian coaft, the 
fhip’s crew divided into two factions, fome being 
for reftoring, and others for keeping Sharp out; 
but the former party prevailing, the latter being in 
number forty-feven, among whom was Mr. Dam- 
pier, determined upon croffing the Ifthmus, an un- 
dertaking bold and dangerous, and the more fo, 
_as they were.a fort of commonwealth, not having 
appointed any one particular perfon. to regulate 
their march or direct their proceedings; yet ina 


" It was about three o’ clock in the aftermonee of 
the 1f{t of May that they fet forward on this expe- 
dition, having with them one Spanifh and two Mof- 
_kitto Indians, the latter of whom are very expert

in ftriking the fea-cow, and catching various kinds 


of fifh; thefe alfo carried with them a kettle to 
cook ‘their proviftons, together with a quantity of 
flour, ‘twenty or thirty pound of chocolate, and 
=*May the 2d, they did not travel much more thaa 


fx miles, ftopping ‘at an Indian plantation’ on the 


fide of a hill, where they found only women; whofe 


‘language they did not underftand, one of whom 


réfrefhed them with a fort of corn-drink. In the 
evening, however, the men made their appearance, 
and having regaled our adventurers with fowls, pe- 
éary, yams, plantains, &c. one of them who {poke 


‘broken Spanith agreed for an hatchet, to guide them 


to an Indian, who being fully mafter of that lan- 


guage, could underftand, and confequently ‘give 


them more plain directions. 


_ He kept his word ; but the conference with this 


intelligent Indian, to whom their guide introduced 


them about noon the next day, gave them but little 


“confolation: his tone was angry, his anfwers {nappifh, 


and from his whole behaviour, which was furly and 
‘ill-natured, it was plain he wifhed them no good: 
however, his wife’s friendthip being purchafed with 


a gaudy petticoat, fhe foon put him into a better 


humour, ‘and he not only fecured them a guide for 


two days journey, being difabled from conduéting 


them himfelf by a wound in his foot, but gave 
them: intelligence of a Spanifh guardfhip’ that was 


-fent out with a view to deftroy them, and would 


have: perfuaded them to ftay in his hut all night,

privateer commanded by captain’ Triftian, with 
whom they failed for Springer’s Key, another of 
the Sanballoe iflands,. where they found and joined 
a! fleet of eight more privateers, their force confift- 
ing of fix hundred men or upwards, with which . 
they did little or no. execution, the commanders 
being diftruftful of one another ; fo that Dam- 
pier and. his travelling companions agreed to put 
themfelves under the command of captain Wright, 
who joined them with a prize that he had taken from 
the Spaniards, and with whom they took.three or 
four other prizes that yielded {ome profit when di- 
vided among them; for they foon after feparated, _ 
and out author went with his ¢hare to Virginia. 
While he failed with captain Wright, they touch- 
‘ed atthe Corn Iflands, called by fome the Pearl 
TGands, and lying in latitude twelve degrees and 
ten minutes north: here the inhabitants, harraf- 
fed by the ill ufage of the Buccaneers, generally 
hide themfelves on approach. of a fail, for fear of 
being carried away as flaves, or otherwife ill ufed 
by thefe inhuman vagrants. ; Reo 
"They are of a dark copper colour, low, but 
firong-built, with round faces, little black. eyes, 
Jong hair, and eye-brows curling over their €Y€S 5 
they have low foreheads, thick flat nofes, full - 
lips, and fhort chins. They cut holes in the un-- - 
der-lips cf their male children, when young, which 
they keep from clofing with wooden: pegs, till 
they are fourteen or fifteen years old, when they 
wear artificial beards;in them, made of tortoife- 
fhell, and. hanging over, the chin, which they re-

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It was here that captain Pain, having put in to 
_careen,with a fhip of fix guns, was in danger of 
being taken. by a Dutch veffel, mounting twenty 
. guns, which in the eveniag anchored within a mile 
of him;. and fired. fome. intimidating guns, intend- 

ing to warp in with the tide, and teize upon him in 
the morning ; in the mean time, his men told him 
there was a.Dutch merchantman, to all appearance 
_ deeply laden, lying at anchor off the welt end of 
the ifland, of which fhip he made. himfelf mafter, 
by fending his men, under the cover of night, to 
board her.in two canoes, an. expedition in which 
they acquitted themfelves fuccefsfully ; for fhe prov- 
ed arich prize, and he failed out of the road with 
the Dutch colours flying at topmaft head, the other 
Ship, to whofe care he left his own empty veffel, 
knowing nothing of the deceit. We boty ae 
=. The ifland of Aves, or of Birds, abounds with 
_a fpecies of birds called boobies, which have a large 
{trong bill, and flat feet like a duck; it is fo very. 
fimple that it will fcarcely get out of your way tll 
jt is. trodden upon: here they build their nefts on 
trees; .but in other places where they are feen, the 
“ground is. the repofitory of their young :__ their 
flefh is black and fifhy; but the privateers regale 
upon it. In this ifland is alfo found a bird called 
‘a man of war, fhaped like a kite, and all black, 
-except the neck which is red ; it lives on fifh, but 
never lights upon the water, foufing down upon 
its prey, which it ftrikes thro’ with its bill, and 
then mounts aloft with it: he has long wings, and 
builds his neft on trees if there be any near him, if 
not, he hatches his young upon the ground... .

“off after a few days keeping. About twenty leagues 
“from the Ifle of Aves is the coaft of Caraccoes, a - 
“continued tract of high hills, intermixed with {mall - 
“yallies, to the extent of twenty leagues and up- 
wards. . The foil is for the moft part barren, ex- 
cept the valleys, which are covered with a black 
‘or red clay that is indifferently fruitful. Here 
“are found plenty of maiz, plantains, hogs, and-In- 
“dian fowls ; but the principal commodity is the nut 
of which chocolate is made. | a 
“Tt is called the cacao; the tree that bears it is 
» ~ about one foot and an half thick, and grows {carce- 
_ Jy more than eight feet high; the leaf is fhaped 
“dike that of the plum-tree, but fomething larger ; 
“the branches are large and fpreading ;'and the'nuts, 
“which hang irregularly among the branches by'a 
“tough limber ftalk, are about the bignefs of a man’s 
“two fifts; there are two crops a-year of them, one 
“in O&ober, but the belt is in June; the codis about 
Half an inch thick, neither {pongy nor woody, -but 
“brittle, tho’ fomething harder than’ the érind .ofla 
lemon,’ likeé'which the grain is coarfé and umeqnat: 
‘they aré Gf'a dark green Colour, which“changes to

Phe cacao-tree, which fprings from the nut, fet 
with the great end downward, bears, in four or five 
years, without the trouble of being tranfplanted: - 
they are planted in vallies open to the north wind,. 
and fheltered from the heat, which is very detri- 
mental to them, by rows of plantain interfperfed, 
which are cut down as the cacao acquires ftrength : 
‘the nuts are ufed as money in the bay of Cam- 
peachy. ) ne 
». “The chief town of the Caraccoes is large and 
wealthy, being a good way within lands the cotn- ’ 
try, which is all favannah, abounds with cattle, 
and is very populous. The chief place upon the 
coaft is an open town, with a ftrong fort and a 
bad harbour; it is called La Guife, and has been 
plundered by the Englith two or three times, the 
_ fituation being about five leagues weft of Cape Blan- 
co, which is the eaftermoft boundary of the Carac- 
co coatft. 

The air is {weet and healthy, but fometimes fub-’ 
ject to dry winds, which produce fcabby lips. The 
Spaniards have {couts upon the hills round about, — 
and their very negroes are furnifhed with arms to 
repel an encmy in cafe of an attack. _ 

Dampier tells us, that in his way to Virginia, 
they catched feveral fucking fithes without any’ 
baits whatfoever ;. thefe are of the’ fhape and. 
bignefs of a whiting, wit!’ a fatter head; from

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the head to-the middle of the back there 'exténds 
a griftly adhefive fubftance, of an oval form, fe- 
ven or eight inches long, and ‘half an inch high,

- JL FTER fome ftay at Virginia, Mr. Dampier 
A affociated himfelf with captain Cooke, with 
whom he had been formerly acquainted, and-who 
now intended to cruife on the Spaniards in the 
South Sea. bic 
Auguft 23d 1683, they fet fail from Achamack, 
fteering for the Cape de Verd iflands, and, ina 
few days after were overtaken by a very violent ftorm, 
which they were paft hopes of outliving,. as it con- 
tinued with prodigious impetuofity for more than 
a week; however, they at laft made the, Ilandiof 
Salt, fo called from the abundance of dfalt ponds, 
and great quantities of congealed falt found there- 
in. “The foil is barren, without either. tree.or: grafs, 
‘only a few mean fhrubs growing near the fea.fide. 
’There’are fome poor goats broufing about thie 
rocks, with a few wild-fowl; amon g which, is the 
flamingo, a redih bird frequenting marthes, where 
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itis not eafy to fhoot them;) they build their nefts 
of mud fcraped together into little hillocks rifing 
above the water, and founded in the thalloweft 
parts of ponds.» Theirceggs, of which they néver 
day. more. than. two at. one ‘time, they ‘cover with 
their. rumps,. their legs, whiclr are very ‘long: ‘be- 
ang inthe water ;.and had not: nature made this 
-pofition, eafy. to them, the weight of their bodies 
amutt, have crufhed the egg, orfmothered the young, 
which. cannot fly till they are: full-grown, but they 
run.with fuch. {wiftnefs that it is not eafy to catch 
them, their tongues -are: efteemed great ‘dainties, 
-but for the reft it is but: indifferent food, being 
ean and black, : tho? well enough tafted : they ge- 
-nerally ftand.in a row by a pond’s -fide clofe toge- 
ther,,and as their feathers are of much the fame 
colour,,.at a diftance they appear like a brick

_. The whole inhabitants of the ifland were not 
more than five or fix; and the governor; whorcut 
‘a'moft difmal. figure, being all.in rags,.came'on 
‘board’ with a'prefent of three or four lean goats, 
inreturn for which captain Cooke gave him a coats 
he alfofold us about twenty bufhels of falt for fome 
old cloaths ; and having begged a, little powder 
and thot, took his leave extremely well contented: 
rone of ‘his followers pretended tofell to a failor 
on board, but unknown to the governor, a piece 
of ambergreafe, which was afterwards found to be 
counterfeit, and poffibly nothing better than a 
preparation of goats dung; this ought to put the — 
‘purchafers of ambergreafe on their guard, for 
there is no place wherein it is fold that the venders

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ren ‘ifland, furrounded by rocks; about themiddle - 
of it ‘are fome fruitful vallies, inhabited by Port- 
enefe, who have laid out fome good vineyards and 
plantations that thrive exceedingly well.’ The in- 
habitants of ‘this ifland are all of a dark fwarthy 
complexion, and if we may be allowed to judge of 
their circumftances by their ‘drefs, they are not 
over wealthy; however, the governor and thirty- 
four gentlemen of ‘his company who vifited captain 
Cooke, made a tolerable appearance, being armed 
. with fwords and piftols, and making the captain a 
‘prefent of fome gallons of pale thick wine,’ in tafte 
not unlike Madeira. © © PAP vst bite 
Fourteen miles from the fea fide: is the: princi- 
. ‘pal town of this ifland, containing about one hun- 
dred families; befides which number, there are 
others’ fcattered up and down among the vallies. 
There are a few affes on the ifland, and fome poor 
- goats, but very fine ones when compared with thofe 
of the Ifland of Salt. to Se Bee Set 
Having flaid here five or- fix days to fcrub our 
fhip’s bottom, and take in water, for which we 
- “were obliged toidig ; we ftood over tothe ifland of 
‘Mayo, another of the Cape de Verds, “where we 
intended to have putchafed provifion, it affording 
‘good beeves and goats; but one captain Bond, a 
Briftol man, who afterwards went over to the Spa- 
niards, having fome fhort time before feized the 
“governor and fome other ‘gentlemen, who came on 
“hoard with ‘an intention ‘to’ trade, and after being - 
“paid the ranfom, they had demanded for them, 
‘carried them off; ‘the “inhabitants would not, “on 
‘account of ‘this perfidy, permit any of captain 
Cooke’s men to’ land. At the ifland’ of Mayo, 
‘there is but bad landing, ~ neverthelefs itsabun- 
dance of falt’ brings thither much ‘fhipping 5 here 
‘48’ plenty ‘of goats, and other horned cattle, “and 
“jn May,’ June, July, and Augoft, 2 {mall fea-tot- 
aby! toile, 
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toife, ‘yams, plantains, and | potatoes thrive heres 
and the inhabitants, tho’ but -poor, live better 
than-in any other of thefe ifands. 

- Four or five leagues weit,’ lies the ifland: of Se, 
Jago, where mofl of the European fhips outward 
bound: to: the Eaft Indies, touch for water; and 
the inhabitants who are naturally inclined to pilfer- 
ing, in return for handkerchiefs, hats, drawers, or 
any kind of linen, for they do not hold woolen in 
much efteem, will exchange bullocks, hogs, goats, 
eggs; fowls, plantains, and‘coco-nuts. ‘There are 
two little iflands weft of St. Jago, called ‘Brava, 
and Fogo, the latter of which is a large high vol. 
cano, emitting flames of fire, which may be feen — 
ata good diftance in the night. The reft of thefe | 
Sficinais are St. Anthonia, St. Lucia, St. Vincent, 
and Bona Vifte; of which our author mentions 
nothing remarkable. 

From thefe iflands,- captain mitts fteered with 
the wind at eaft-north- eaft, for the ftreights of 
Magellan, but at ten degrees north, altered his 
courte, and ftood over for the Guinea coaft; and . 
in afew days came to anchor at the mouth of the. 
river Sherborough, to the fouthward. of Sierra 
Leona: on the fhore was a thick grove of trees, 
which hid from view a pretty large town, in- 
habited by the negroes of the coaft, in the midft 
of which was a great houfe, wherein ftranger's 
were made welcome with palm wine and other 
trefrefhments ; thefe people behaved very civilly to 
the captain and his crew, fupplying them with 
plantains, {ugar ‘canes, palm: wine, fowls, rice, 
and honey, at a-cheap price.

On the 234, they came to.anchor in twenty-five 
fathom water, in a, bay on the fouth fide of. Juan 
Fernandez, about two cables length from the fhore. 
This ifland lies in. latitude thirty-four degrees for- 
ty-five minutes, about ‘one hundred and twenty.

“The rock fith is fomething like the cod, of a

plenty allover ‘this ifland, that there is no ftep:, - 


ping afhore'without meeting them. | 

The feal is as large as a calf, with a head like a 
dog, and under its fhoulders are two long thick 
fins, wherewith they fwim when in the water, and 
with the affiftance of their ‘tail, fpring forward 


when on land, for they have no other legs; they 
fwim faft, but are fo fluggifh afhore, that they. 
‘won't ‘ftir out of the way without being beaten,. 


when they growl and fnap; a hard blow on the 
nofe is fatal to them.

“The fhips no fooner came abreaft of this ifland, 
- thana canoe was dif patched to land with a Motkitto 
and two or three failors, infearch of a Molkitto 
Indian, whom captain Watlin had left here; he 
was not long concealed, for having the preceding 
day. difcovered an Englifh fail, he had killed.three 
goats to entertain the crew ; and made down from 
the woods to meet them. 
. There was fomething affe@ing in the iecting of 
the two Indians, and the joy of him, who had 
been fo long left here, on account, as he thought, 
of fo many of his old friends coming purpofely to 
bring him off, is unexpreffible. Some Spaniards 
who had received intelligence of his being on the 
ifland, had often fearched for him, but in vain; he 
found means to foil their utmoft diligence, He 
had built a little hut for himfelf, about half a mile 
from the fea fide, and lined it with goats fin, of 
which he had alfo made his bed, and wrapt a piece 
round his waift; for the little cloaths he had 
brought from the fhip, ‘had been for fome time. 
worn out. He happened to have with him a 
knife, a gun, a horn of. powder and a little fhot, 
and when his ammunition was expended, he made 
a faw of his knife, by notching it, with which i in- 
_ ftrument he divided the ‘barrel of his gun into 
fmall pieces; whereof he made, affifted by a fire 
, Kindled with his flint, a lance, fifhing hooks, and 
harpoons; bending the iron when hot with .a 
ftone, then grinding it with vaft labour, till he 
! faye td it to an edge, or fawing it with his jagged 
nife 
Thefe were contrivances which had occurred to 
him from remembring the workmanthip of the 
Englith {miths, nor will thofe who are in the leaft 
acquainted 


’ 
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acquainted with the ingenuity of the Indians, be 
furprifed at his induftry ; for thofe wild Indians 
who are unacquainted, with the ufe of iron, will 
make ftone hatchets that ferve them in making 
canoes, building houfes, and various other ufes ; 
_thofe made by the inhabitants of Blewfield. river, 
are about ten inches long and four broad, and. 
three inches thick in the middle; they are 
ground down to an edge at both ends; the 
handle, which is about four feet long, is bound 
‘faft with a ‘rope, and fixedin a notch in the middle 
- of a fingers length; and the natives of Patagonia 
head their arrows with flints, made fit for that bu- 
finefs with great induftry. With the inftruments. - 
above defcribed, this Indian had fubfifted upwards 

of three years, upon goats, feal, and other kind

_ We had given him the name of Will, for thefe 
people having no diftinguithing denomination of 
their own, take it asa great favour if the Europeans 
beftow one upon them. There are two bays at 
the eaft end of this ifland, with frefh water, fafe

{mall force might defend them from a powerful at- 
tack ; as appeared in the cafe of captain Davis and 
five men, whom a large body of Spaniards endea- 
voured ‘vainly to difpoffefs; for thefe people; one

FWVHEY left the ifland of Juan Fernandez on 
: the 8th of April 1684; in company with” 
captain Eaton, fteering towards the line, off the 
high land-of Peru and Chili, fome part of which 
appeared to our author higher than the pike of 
-Teneriff, and they generally kept fifteen or {ix- 
‘teen leagues diftant, left they fhould: have: been 
difcovered by the Spaniards. i 
On the 3d of May, captain Eaton took a prize 

-bound from Guiaquil to Lima, and laden with tim+ 
ber; and on the roth, they came to*anchor of 
the ifles' of Lobos de la Mer, where there is great 
plenty of boobies, penguins, and other fowls: 
thefe are two fmall iflands, about a mile each in 
circumference; to the weft of one of which is a 
fafeharbonr, with’a fandy bottom for fhips to ca- 
reen, and here captain Cooke having fcrubbed the 
fhip’s bottom, and examined the prifoners, from 
whom he learned that the Spaniards were every 
where apprized of their‘being in thefe feas, confe-

This intelligence was received from the crews 
of three Spanifh veflels, which fell into the hands of 
the captains Cookeand Eaton on the 18th of May;.

board one of them was found a letter to the pre- 
fident of the faid town from the. viceroy of Peru, 
informing him that this fupply was fent him on ac-_ 
count of there being fome enemies in thefe feas: in 
this veffel were alfo feven or eight tons. of marmalade. 
of quinces, a very fine mule for the ufe of the pre-.— 
fident, and a large wooden image of the Vi1 gin. 
Mary, intended.to adorna new church at Panama; 
and fhe had at firft eight hundred thoufand pieces 
of eight, but thefe fhe had been obliged to unlade

It was determined on the 1gth,.to bear away 
for the Gallapagos, aclufter of uninhabited iflands 
lying under and on each fide of the equator, of 
which we came in fight on the 31ft, and anchored 
at night about a mile from fhore, in fixteen fa- 
thom water, on the eaft fide of the eaftermoft of 
thefe in a white fandy bottom. . Our author did 
not fee above fourteen or fifteen. of thefe iflands, 
fome of them feven or eight leagues. long, and 
_ three or four broad; feveral of them were rocky

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and fome ponds, there is indifferent good water 
here is found the dildo tree, about ten or twelve

“Some of thefe iflands lying more to the welt-- 
ward, are nine or ten Ieagues long, and fix or fes 
ven broad, well watered with large. rivers and 
pleafant brooks; and yielding feveral ufeful vege- 
tables ; as well as trees fit for many different pur-, 
pofes. ‘The heats here are not fo exceffive as in ~ 
other places under the equator, being cooled by 
the fea-breezes both day and night; they have no 
rains during May, June, July, and Auguft, which, 
are their fammer feafons; but have great plenty 
of it in November, December, and January, with 
frequent violent tempefts of thunder and lightning = 
the fea adjoining to thefe iflands, is well ftored with. 
all kinds of fith, particularly fhark ; and there is, 
no place in the world fo well ftored with land and 
fea tortoifes; on the former captain Davis and his 
men, when in one of thefe iflands, fubfifted for 
more than three months; during which time, ‘he 
faved fixty jars of oil from them, which he ufed. 
inftead of butter in his voyage homeward, and 
found extremely agreeable. , BR a se 
They are fo tame that you may knock them in 
the head as faft as you pleafe; they weigh from 
one hundred and fifty to two hundred pound 
weight, and meafure from two to two feet fix inches.

was plenty of cattle, the crews of the fhips hav- 
ig feen no manner of flefh meat fince they left 
the Gallapagos; for which reafon, twenty-four of 
his men, with one of the Spanifh Indians for a pi- 
lot, were difpatched in two boats to bring off 
fome cows from a farm that ftood about a league

There they haled up their boats upon dry land, 
and followed the guide, who foon conducted them 
to fome howfes and a penn, fituated in a favannah, 
whére there was a large number of horned cattle, 
that appeared pretty plump. Being weary, and

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nay, in which even their plays and paftimes are per- 
formed, for which purpofe, in thefe churches are 
laid up mafks, antic habits, ftrumftrums, haut- 
boys, &c. the ftrumfirum is an inftrument, formed 
out of the half of a, gourd, the hollow of which 
is covered with a thin board, and over this are 
laid the firings; upon the whole, it is.not unlike 
a cittern. The Indians. generally meet to make 
merry in the church the night before an holyday 
or feftival, and their mirth, which, among thofe 
that are in fubjection to the Spaniards, feems more 
conftrained and melancholy than among thofe that - 
are free, confifts in dancing, leaping, and: playing 
tricks in thefe mafquerade drefles; here both fexes 
commix, and unlefs it be moon light, ufe.a preat 
number of torches. 
_ Captain. Davis was now upon fuch- eel 
terms with thefe people, that it feemed Pian ble 
things fhould take a. wrong, turn;  when,,,,en- 


tering the church, one of his men,, who was ag 


little more hafty than the reft, pufhing an Indian, 
who went before him as he thought too flowly, in 
order to make him proceed fafter; the poor favage 
was {fo frightened that he fprung out of his rank, 

and ran away with all poffible fpeed; his fright 
alarmed the reft of his countrymen, who in a mo- 
ment followed his example; fo that captain Davis ° 
and the friar had the church to themfelves. 

To the occafion of this confufion the captain 
’ being an. entire ftranger, he ordered his men to 
fire upon the runaways, which action quite broke 
off his correfpondence with thefe people; his beft © 
friend the fecretary being killed by one of the ' 
firft fhots. 

In the afternoon of the fame day, the fhips com- 
_ing to anchor off the ifland of Amapalla, Davis 
and his men, together with the friar, reimbarked ; 
and after a conference held upon the. prefent ftate i 
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of affairs, it was determined to’ fend an Indian, ~ 


whom they detained prifoner and ufed very kindly, 
with a meffage to the cacique or chief magiftrate, 


-as'from the friar, intreating him to come on board, 


the reverend father pledging his ‘word ‘for his fé- 

This refolution was’ put in 'prattice the enfuing 
day, and in'confequence of it the magiftrate, with 
fix of his principal people, came to the fhip before 
night, where they were received in a very friendly 
manner, and remaining on board all the time 
that the thips lay in the gulph, proved extremely 
ferviceable, not only in pointing out and piloting 
‘them to places where they had plenty of wood, 
water, and cattle, but in affifting in every thing 
they could very cordially; for which kindnefs in 


‘ ‘the end, captain Davis prefented them with fome

tue, “and wherewith they were fully fatisfied’ at

Captain Baton had parted 
company with his fhip the preceding day, and tho’, 
in lefs than three weeks after, he offered again to 
rejoin ‘captain Davis off the Ifland of Plata, the 
men belonging to the latter were fo unreafonable 
as..to ¥efufe-to his people an equal fhare in fuch 
prizes as might fall into their“hands. There is 
good grafs on thé Ifle of Plata, with three or four | 
{pecies of {mall trees covered with mofs, the names 
of which were unknown to our author. It pro-

name, and worn by almoft all the common people

- Had our buccaneers fucceeded in their defign upon 
- this town, it would have richly paid their toil; but 
the enterprize mifcarried from captain Swan and 
captain Davis not agreeing rightly in the method 
according to which they were to proceed ; and one 
- of the men belonging to the latter, to whofe care 
— was committed the ftring by which an Indian guide 
who condu¢ted them thro’ the woods was faftened,. 
having privately cut it; the guide reached the town 
by himfelf, and fpread an alarm, while the fellow 
who had been guilty of this piece of treachery 
loudly exclaimed that fome perfon had done it un- 


feen;\ fo that the failors not knowing which way 
j | tee 
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to go, were obliged to halt till day-light, when 
they got into their canoes and rowed up into the 
middle of the-river in full) view.of the town, 
which, it was evident, was apprifed of. their com- 
ing, and prepared for their reception; however, 
landing at a beef-ftation, on the .oppofite fhore, 
they killed and ate a cow, and then returned to 
Cape Blanco, off which they had left their thips 
when they. went upon this fruitiefs expedition. 

In their return they feized three barks bound 
for Guiaquil, having on board a thoufand negroes, 
men and women, out of which having chofen about 
feventy of the ftrongeft and likelieft fellows among 
them, they turned the reft adrift with the barks, 
and foon faw them make the fhore. ; 

Mr. Dampier feems to think that this was a great _ 
piece of indifcretion; for had the command been 
his, he would have carried them directly over the — 

_ ifthmus, and fet them to work upon the gold mines 
of Santa Maria, in which undertaking he. does not 
doubt but he would foon have been fo well fup- 

_ ported by the French and Englith privateers from 
all parts of the Weft Indies, that he had not only 

been able to have maintained his ground againft 
all the power of Spain in that quarter of the world, 

. but even in time would have been ftrong enough 

,.to have extended his conquefts to the coafts and 

», wealthy gold mines of the province of Quito. | 

»,.4-On the 13th, of October..they left Punta Arena, 

. and went back to La Plata; in their paffage they 

_met the bark which they had difpatched in fearch 

of captain Eaton, of whom, they had learned. no- 
thing: here. they divided the cloth taken aboard 

_ the bark, which captain Swan turned into F tender. 

. Before they left this place, which was on.the 23d 

» of October, 1684, they furnifhed themfelves with 

turtle, captain Davis having fome Indians aboard

Their defign was to fearch for 
canoes in fome place like this, where the Spani- 
ards had neither any fettlement nor trade with the 
native Indians ; for all the way from the line to 
the gulf of St. Michael, and even to, the bay. of Pa- 
nama, there are no Spaniards to be found, nor, are: 
the Indians any way fubjected to_them,, except. on. 
the banks of a gold river or two, ‘where fome. 
fewof them work, 

The river St. Jago is very wide and. navigable ; BY 
feveral leagues up the country ; about feyen leagues; 
from the fea it furrounds a pretty large ifland, above. 
_ which it is a league wide, the ftream running. 
‘ftraight and fwift; the mould of the ifland, as well. 
ag the land on each fide, is deep black, “producing 
‘anumber of tall trees, the largeft and moft remark- 
‘able among which are the cotton and eer 
trees, 
and re red’; ‘Re white grows to a oS 
height, branching out like our oak, having a body. 
clear from knobs,. but big-bellied like a nine- “pin, 
and a grey {mooth bark. When the cotton is ripe, 
the trees appear like apple- -trees in bloffom; the. 
cotton is very fine, but fo difcontinuous that it is. 
-not worth gathering, tho’ it is ufed for ftuffing pil- 
lows in. the Eaft Indies: it cafts its leaves in the 
month of April, and new ones hehe fupply.

The cabbage is the talleft, as the cotton is the 
thickeft tree growing in this climate; for in the 
bay of Campeachy our author meafured one. that 
was one hundred and twenty feet long; it has 
branches no where but near the top, where they 
{prout out to the length of twelve or fourteen feet, 
covered with {mall long leaves, in fuch regular or- 
der, that they appear ata diftance as if but, one leaf. 
In the middle of thefe branches grows the fruit, as” 
big asa man’s leg, as white as milk, and very {weet 
whether eaten raw or boiled. The tree is com- 
monly cut down for the fake of getting the fruit, 
and if it were not, itywould immediately decay, 

_ This tree alfo bears little twigs between the cab- 
bage and the branches, whence fhoot out little ber- 
ries that are good food for the hogs; the body of 
the tree from top to bottom is full of round rings, 
about half a foot afunder one from another ; the 
bark is thin-and brittle; the wood is black and. 
_ hard, and there is a white pith in the middle of. 
thetree. Thefe trees being of a very pleafing ver-_. 
dure are great ornament to the grove, and the plant-

- On the 2oth, they anchored a league from the 
Perico Iflands ; and /on. the 21{t another prize fell, 
‘gnto their hands, laden with hogs, beef, fowl, and | 
falt from Savelia. | 
' On the 24th they fteered for Tobago, a. fonall. 
ifland, three miles long and one br oad, in the bay. 
of Par ama, fix leagues fouth of the town, the foil 
‘whereof produces plenty of mammees, plantains, + 
‘bananaes. cccoas, and other fruit. The fouth-wetft. 
“fide of this ifland is covered with trees and fire 
ae w ood, 
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“ood, and on the north fide there is a fine freth 
water fpring, which fallsinto the fea. Here -was 
formerly 'a handfome church, but it has been de-: 
ftroyed ‘by privateers; and to north north-weft lies 
a fmall town called Tobazilla, near which the Buc- 
_caneers came to an anchor on the 25th, and had like 
to have feen their veflels deftroyed by a’ pretended 
trader, who promifed to enter into private traffic with 
them, inftead of which’ he advanced towards them i in 
a fire-thip, but fome of the privateer’s men {ufpecting 
Ais defign, fired upon the veffel; whereupon thofe 
who guided her took to their boats, and fhe blew 
up, without doing any damage: at the fame time, 
a {mall float which was in fight, guided by one 
‘man, and was fuppofed to be a compound of com- 
buitibles defigned to lay hold of their rudder, pee 
fo difappeared.

force, mounting from forty-eight to eighteen guns, 
and manned with more than eight hundred men, | 
~ pefides two or three hundred in periagoes.  Cap-. 
tain Gronet, in the flour prize of ninety tons bur-~ 
then, with three hundred and eight men, and who 
was a mile to the north of his affociates when the 
enemy appeared, tacked over to the main, and 
~ kept himfelf out of the .way while there was the 
leaft glimmering of danger; for which conduct the ~ 
enfuing day fome of the thips were for difplacing’ 
him; but, after much altercation, it was thought — 
beft to difmifs him and his men, who were moft » 
of them French, and let them keep the fhip that ~ 
had been given them, with a charge to quit com- © 
pany directly, nor prefume at any rate again to 
join the fleet. , 

The two fleets bore down upon one another, the 
buccaneers having confiderably the advantage by © 
being to the windward ; however, night coming on 
before they came to clofe quarters, they could on- 
ly exchange a few fhots, one of which took place in 
one of the privateers, and killed a man.

N the 1ft of June the whole fleet fot fail 
from the ifland of Pachea for the ifle of 
Quibo, in fearch of captain Harris, whom they had 
doit in the fight, and expected to meet at Quibo, “as | 
it was the place of general rendezvous; and he was — 
accor dingly there before their arrival. In their paf- 
 {age, captain Branly loft his main-maft, whereupon 
he and all his men forfook the bark, and entered 
-on board of captain Davis’s fhip; at the fame time 
they loft fight of captain Swan, who having {prong 
his main top- -matt flackened his courfe to repair the 
damage, 

The ifland of Quibo, otherwifé' called Cabaya, 
is about feven leagues long, and near four broad ; 
it, lies in faite latitude feven degrees and fourteen 

minutes, — 
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minutes, is moftly low land, with good water, tall 
thriving trees, fome deer, uanoes, and fnakes, and: 
plenty of large black monkies that are good eat- 
ing. There are many other {mall iflands lying: 
-both.fouth-weft and north north-eatt. of Quibo ; 
one of -which is.called Ranchena,. remarkable for 
being well-ftocked with, the palma maria-tree, a: 
\fraight tall tree with a little head, and refembling 
the palm in nothing but name; itisa tough. knotty: 
wood, very fit for mafts, a ufe to which it is often. 
applied. 

June.the 16th they were joined by captain Swan,, 
and now the captains held a council among them- 
felves,. in which: it was. debated what expedition: 
they were now to go on; when, after mature. deli- 
beration, the fittetft. place that occurred to -be at- 
tacked was the city of Leon; and as,canoes. were: 
wanting in this excurfion, the place lying a good’ 
way within the Jand, it was refolved to maké.ca- 
noes on the iflands where they now anchored, as.

~ Onthe 12th, in the morning, they landed neara 
breaftwork, built purpofely to oppofe an enemy, 
‘which they furprifed ; and the Indians, to whom 
the care of it had been committed, retired preci- 
pitately towards the city, whither four hundred 
and feventy of the buccaneers followed them’ as 
quickly as poffible, in good order, the reft being 
left to guard the canoes. Tho’ it was twenty miles 
up the country, the road to it was plain and tevel, 
cut thro’ a champaign country, or long graffy fa- 
vannah, interfperfed with fpots’of wood. Five 
miles from the landing-place was a fugar-work, and

They began their march semis eight in the morn- 
ing, captain Townley leading the van, confitting 
of one hundred mena, captain Swan followed hima 
with one hundred, next came captain Davis with —

In abont four honrs all the privateer forces en- 
‘tered the town, but left {everal of their men behind, 
who grew tired upon the road, an accident com- 
‘mon in all long marches ; among thefe was an old* 
Brey-headed fellow of eighty-four years of age,, 
who had ferved under Cromwel in Ireland; his 
name was Swan, him the Spaniards fhot dead, for 
he abfolutely refufed quarter, and they took fome 
of the others prifoners, among whom was one Mr. 
Smith, who having lived a good while in the Ca- 
naries, {poke excellent Spanifh ; this man, being 
carried before the governor, was by him examined 
as to the ftrength of the invaders, which he made 
out to be fifteen hundred men, a thoufand in the 
town and five hundred in the canoes; which jus 
-dicious piece of deceit had’ fuch am effect upon his 
-exeellency, that tho’ he was at the head of more 
“than. a thoufand men, he did not chufe to moleft 
‘the enemy, but fent a flag of truce to propofe a 
_ganfom for the town, which on the 14th the buc- 
_caneers fet on fire, the Spaniards not agreeing rea» 
dily to the terms upon which they offered to fave.

Mr. Smith was afterward’ exchanged for a gentle- 
“woman; and the buccancers having given:a gentle- 
-man_ his. liberty, upon promifing to deliver them 
one hundred and fifty beeves at Ria Lexa, march- 
‘ed down to their canoes in good order,’ and next, 
_morning rowed to the harbour of Ria Lexa, 
As ete: D6 2 SY owhere 
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where their fhips alfo came to anchor in the after= 
_ noon, being refolved to fack that town alfo, encou- 
raged. by the fuccefs they had met with at Leon. 

Here, they found nothing but empty houfes, ex- 
cept five hundred packs of flour, fome pitch, tar, 
cordage, fugarin the neighbourhood, and the hun- 
dred and fifty beeves which had been promifed 
them by the prifoner they had fet at liberty, on his 
parole, at Leon. i he buccaneers ftaid here a week, 
when they fet fire to the town, tho’ by whofe or- 
ders it was done our-author declares himfelf igno- 
rant, and then returned to their thips, embarking 
on board their canoes at the breaft-work, where an 
hundred foldiers. had been placed to hinder their 
Janding on their firft approach; but they aban- 
doned their {tation on the firing of two guns, and 
fled with precipitation, tho’ they were fo pofted, 
that if they had aéted with fpirit, they might 
have repulfed an army of five thoufand men; mo 
twenty yards below the breaft-work was a barricado 
of great trees, joined together, and reaching quite 
a-crofs the creek, which the buccaneers were half 
an hour in cutting their way thro’, (ee 

The town of Ria Lexaiis pretty large; it has 
three churches, an hofpital with a fine garden, and 
many large handfome houfes, at fome diftance from 
each other, that take up a good deal of ground ; 
the air is very unwholfome, becaufe of its {wampy 
fituation, tho’ the foil on which the town imme- 
diately ftands is fandy. Among the many forts of 
fruit abounding here, are the guava, the prickle- 
pear, the melon, and the pine-apple. 

The guava is a fruit not unlikea pear, witha thin 
rind; full of {mall hard feeds ; it is pleafant enough, 
if eaten green, being then an aftringent, but when 
ripe it has a contrary effect on the human bedy ; 
it may be either baked or codled, and is very good 
in pics; it grows ona hard fcrubby fhrub, of a 

ii “{mooth 
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fmooth white bark, with long: flender’ branches, 
covered with leaves like thofe of an hazle. } 

The prickle-pear is common all over the Indiés + 
itthrives beft in a fandy barren’ foil, efpecially if. 
itbe near the fea, and partake of its faline particles : 
_itis.a fhrub feldom growing higher than ‘four feet, 
fhooting forth feveral ‘branches, whence’ ‘fpring 
two or three thick round fubftantial leaves, fenced 
with {trong prickles at leaft an inch long, and as 
broad as the palm of the hand; at the edge of the 
leaf prows the fruit, being as large as a ‘white 
plum; when ripe it is of a deep ‘red colour, full 
of jmall black feeds, and a thick red pulp, ‘very 
cooling and refrefhing : a meal of the prickle- pear 
_ gives the urine the colour of blood.’ The pine- 
_ apple and melon require no defcription. ire

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heir men: On the 27th, Davis and his follower | 
turned out of the harbour with-a frefh land-wind, 
captain Swan complimenting him with fifteen guns, 
which he anfwered with eleven. September 3d, 
-captain Swan fet fail with captain ‘T ownley, and 
two barks, being in all four fhips, with three hun- 
dred and forty men, fteering weftward, ‘and hav-- 
ing violent tornadoes all along the coaft.. On the 
aqth, they difcovered the volcano’ of Guatimala; 
which is an high forked hill, throwing out fmoke 
and flames generally before bad weather; it lies 
in twelve degrees and fifty minutes, and derives its 
name from a city ftanding at the foot of it; about 
eight leagues from the South Sea, whence there is 
yearly exported to Europe large quantities of indi- 
go, anatta, filvefter, and cochineal. © _ 
Indigo is a plant growing to the height of a foot 
and an half, or two feet, full of fmall branches, 
covered with leaves like thofe of flax, but thicker 
and more fubftantial ; being cut, it is thrown into — 
a ciftern half full of water, and there left to foak 
tillit isina manner diffolved; that which remains 
whole, as being too woody to melt, is after fome 
time taken out, and the water, which becomes 
‘black as ink, and was before kept in continual agi- 
tation, let to reft, then the indigo falls to the bot- 
tom like mud, and being foon after taken out and 
“leftin the fun to dry, becomes hard, and is export- 
‘ed in the grofs to Europe: it is a common plant 
“fn Jamaica, where whole fields are fown with it, -

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_- The cochinéal isan infect bred.upon a tree caly 
led toonay fomewhat like the prickle-pear, but with, 
larger fruit, on the top whereof grows ared flower, 
which falls upon the fruit when it ripens, in fuch a 
manner as'to-cover it-entirely from rains and dews;. 
but thefe are foon withered under. the heat of the: 
fun, when:the fruit opens.as wide asthe mouth of 
a pint pot, and the infide.of it appears full of {mall 
red infects, with curious thin wings, which,having. 
preyed upon the fubftance. of the fruit that pro- 
duced them, would perifh in its fhell, didnot the

_ Townley having rejoined captain Swan, they-: 
fet “fail with fair’ weather, and the wind at eaft- 
north-eaft, keeping a weftward courfe: having run- 
about twenty leagues, they came up with the ifland 
of Tangola, where there is good anchorage, with 
plenty of wood and water: from thence they coaft- 
ed along till they came to Guatulio, which is in 
fifteen degrees and twenty minutes, and one of the 
beft’ ports in the kingdom of Mexico. | 
‘On the eaft fide of the harbour; about a mile 
from it, is a fmall ifland, but the weft fide of the: 
harbour is the fafeft for fhipping, becaufe itaffords 
_ fhelter from the fouth-weft winds, which are often’ 
_ very’ violent here, and the water dathing violently 
_ under the bottom of'a rock whichit has undermin- 
‘ed; and! which is perforated’ quite thro’, forms a 
jet'd’eau; even in the calmeft feafon; and this is a 
‘good mark ‘to find the harbour, which runs north-

tulco came up with a river called Capulita, the courfe” 
of which is deep and fwift; and fome of his men.

there as centinels to watch their proceedings, tho” 
they were ftrangers to any thing of Spanith. 

‘One of thefe they carried on board of the. thipe: 
and made ufe of the other to guide them to an Indi- 
an fettlement, where they found plenty of  vinello, ° 
which is a perfume fold pretty dear in many parts.

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a long’ time. On the.22d, two of the canoes be- 
ing divided from their conforts, returned on board; 
having attempted to landata place where they faw. 
many black cattle feeding upon a favannah ; but the 
fea ‘ran fo high, ‘that. they were overturned, and one 
man drowned, four guns. loft, and the reft of their 
arms {poiled with the fea water, , 
_ There were no news of the two other canoes till 
the 31 ft, when captain Townley, who lay near the 
fhore, hearing fome guns fired, manned. a canoe 
and ftood .in for the land, where, in the middle of 
a falt water lake, a little way within land, he faw 
the two canoes lying upon their oars, and by their. 
difpofition perceiving that they were befet on each. 
fide, immediately put his men afhore, upon whofe. 
approach, fome. Spaniards. who under. fhelter of 
the rocks had annoyed them with their fire-arms, 
took to their heels, leaving the paflage open for them 
to goout; and. had not captain .Townley affifted 
them in fo very timely a manner, they mutt have ei- 
_ ther ftarved or fallen a prey to the cruelty of the 
€nemy. This lake lies in fixteen degrees and forty

Having thus recovered their canoes, they conti- 
hued their courfe weftward, till they came to. a _ 
large river two leagues weft of the Algatrofs rock, 
on the banks of which the Spaniards had raifed. a 
breaftwork, to hinder any enemy from landing or.

taplan hill, in latitude feventeen degrees and thirty 
minutes; where they found a poor Indian village, 
where there was not a morfel of refrefhment, nor 
inhabitants, but a poor Mulattoe woman and fome 
fmall children, all whom they brought off: but 
thro’ this woman’s means they feized forty packs of 
flour, fome chocolate, and feveral cheefes, which! 
‘were in the care of a muletier : befides which ac- 
quifition, they alfo found great plenty of black _ 
cattle. Having ftocked themfelves with as; much 
provifion as. they could conveniently tow on board: 
of their different veflels, they difmiffed the woman 
and her children, with'a/ prefent of fomeold.cloaths 
-and other: trifles, for which fhe was very thank~ 
ful. Captain Swan, indéed, Jin fpite of her tears: 
and intreaties,. detained one of her boys, .whofeem- 
__ed about eight years-old; who hada quick genius, 
and afterwards proved a yery good lad, nor could

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* On this coaft they found plenty of turtle, ‘and thé 
‘Jew-fith, fo called perhaps from being much efteem: 
ed by the people of that profefion; it is fhaped 
dike a cod, is very fat and fweet, has a large head, 
with fins.and fcales in proportion, and often weighs 
more than four hundred pounds. acd pei 
On the arft they quitted this river, and conti- 
nued their courfe with a land wind from the north, 
in/hopes to have difcovered a town, fuppofed to be

Here they faw one large thatched houfe, 
which appeared to be new, and a good many Spa- 
niards both horfe and foot, who made ‘a military 
parade, with drums beating, colours flying, & 
however, fome of them ftaid to parly with two hun- 
dred buccaneers that landed, a couple of whom

.. The buccaneers now cruizing off Cape Corien- 
tes, expecting the arrival of the Manila fhip, ftood

tain Swan, who Kept near ten leagues off thore. 
“On the 24th, four ‘canoes, ‘which had a few days 
before left the fhips, and gone in fearch of provi- 
‘fion to the Valley of flags, or Valley Valderas, re- 
‘turned on board; having met with but indifferent 
fuccefs. This valley lies in a deep bay, between 
cape Corientes and the point of Pontique ; it is 
about three leagues wide, rifing from a {mooth 
level ground towards the fea, whence the landing 
“is eafy, and itis bounded within land by a pleafant 
green hill; here are fome rich favannahs, abound- 
ing with black cattle and horfes, and inter{perfod 
‘with groves of trees; among Which are very fine 
‘oranges, himes, guavas, and other fruit, as if. na- 
ture had defigned this fpot for a garden. At this 
place it was the canoes had landed thirty-feven 
‘men, who having marched about three miles with- 
-out feeing any houfes, fell in with a body of one 
hundred and fifty Spaniards, horfe and foot ; to 
avoid the trampling of whofe horfes, the bucca- 
neers retired in good order to a clofe woad, where 
‘they fuftained the attack of their enemies very 
bravely ; killing the leader of them, and feventeen 
more of their horfe ; whereupon the reft fled, 

An this fkirmith, the buccaneers loft four men 
“and had two wounded, whom they brought down

On the 25th, being Chriftmas day, they ob- 
dexved it with great decency, and ‘regaled npor 
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fome very Jarge Jew fith caught -by their ftrikers. ” 
On the 28th, captain ‘Townly returned on board, 
having been ‘a week ‘abfent, with forty buthels of 
maiz, which he brought from an Indian village, ~ 
about. five leagues up the country, lying to the” 
-eaft of Cape Corientes ; the inhabitants whereof 
had fled at ‘his approach, ‘having firft -fet two ~ 
choufes on fire that were filled with maiz.

Captain 
Swan paid him a vifit the day following, and was. 
entertained with tobacco and betel, being alfo ; 
‘fhewn a letter fent to the fultan, by the Eaft-India . 
merchants of London, they having at that time had. . 
fome notion of building a fort here; and another 
from one captain Goodlud, which was direéted to 
any Englifhman that fhould happen to touch upon 
this ifland, and’ contained inftruétions: relative to. 
“trade, but concluded with “ Truft none of them,

It feems one of the general’s men had robbed 
him of fome'goods, and retired into the moun- 
tains. This fellow was taken while captain Swan 
was upon the ifland, to whom the fultan would 
‘Have delivered him up to be punifhed ; but captain 
‘Swan refufing to exercife any fuch authority, ‘the 
fultan, to fhew his integrity, ordered him ‘to be

‘This generofity of the fultan induced the cap-~ 
‘tain to charge his men to’offend none of the ‘na- 
tives, and even to punith his chief mate Mr. T eat 
for'fome flight tranfgreffion, ate a 
Raja ‘Laut, who-was ‘nearly related to the royal 
family, “and’ chief general’ of “Mindanao,” had - 
‘fome difference with the fultan, when captain Swan 
conferred with his majefty, therefore he ‘was. not ©

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prefent; but the Raja waited for him on his return 
ete and treated him and his men very hand- 
fomely ‘with boiled rice and fowls, He was aman 
of quick. underftanding and lively intellects, fhew- 
ed himfelf well acquainted with Spanith books, and 
was fond of converfing with ftrangers, whereby he 
‘was a good deal humanized, and in good meafure 
acquainted with the European cuftoms. .

Siam, with which place he pretended to be acquaint- 
ed, as well as with all the iflands lying on the road,, 
they fet fail on the 7th of April, and entered, 
the bay of Siam on the 24th, where the pilot, not: 
withftanding his experience, ram them aground, 
Here captain Read went afhore among fome of the, 
‘{flands, in order to get fith, but returned without 
fuccefs; and it wasthe 13th day of May before he: 
could reach Pulo: Ubi, where he had touched ,in) 
his paflage hither. ,

‘The 21ft of May they made Pulo’Condore::

which captain Read fent a canoe along-fide of her, 
but' charged his men not to venture on board, 
without having made friends of them, left they 
fhould be Malayans, whom he knew to be particu-' 
larly treacherous : however, his men neglected his’ 
injunction, and boarded her without any ceremony;) 
but were foon obliged to retreat, being attacked) 
with drawn creffets or bayonets, fo that they were 
obliged to leap into the fea and fwim for their lives: 
and it is remarkable, that'one Daniel Wallis fwam 
for fome minutes till he was taken up, an exercife: 
which he never before pra¢tifed, nor was he ever 
after able to repeat it. | 
Captain Read manned two canoes, in order'to 
be revenged of thofe people, but they efcaped into 
the woods, having firft cut a hole in the fhip’s bot- 
‘tom and funk her. Rata: 

_ Junethe 4th, 1687, they fet fail from this ifland, 
intending to cruife off Manila; but the wind com- 
ing about to the fouth-eaft, forced them upon the 
coaft of China. June 26th, coming up with the 
land of St. John’s Ifland, in. the province’ of ‘Can- 
ton, they caft anchor ‘at the north-eaft’end of it. 
‘The ‘ fkirts of this ifand, which border upon the 
fea, are for the-moft part woody: the foil is in 
general fertile, and there is good pafturage, with 
{ome groves of trees in the inland parts’ of it.” 

“Here are no wild-fowl, but plenty of tame ducks, 
cocks, and hens: goats, bullocks, buffaloes, and 
China hogs abound here. Thefe hogsare all black; 
they have fmall heads, fhort thick necks, and great 
bellies: {weeping the. ground, with very fhort legs. 
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The natives of this ifland, and indeed the. Chi-- 
nish in general, are tall, raw-boned, ftraight-bodied- 
men, with long vilages, high foreheads, {mall eyes, — 
aquilinenofes, black hair, ftraggling beards, which 
they tie up in knots, or curl~on-each’ fide” of 
their lips in whifkers, and tawny complexions? 
They formerly ufed to wear their hair, of which 
they: were very. proud; but the Tartars, when ~ 
they made. a conqueft of this country, ‘obliged 
them to fhave their heads, referving only one lock 
on their very crown, and: this they let grow'toa_ 
prodigious length, generally platting it, tho’ fome: — 
times they let it flow loofe. If a Chinefe is found ’ 
with a head of Jong hair it is as much as his life ~ 
is worth, and many of them ‘have abandoned their 
country rather than part with their locks, © ~~’ 
None of them wear any covering upon: their. 
heads; but ufe an umbrella to fhade them: from ~ 
the- weather; and if * they shave buty a little © 
way to go, moft of them make ufe’of a-large fai, ~ 
made either of filk or paper. They wear flippers’ 
-on their feet, but no ftockings, -and their covering — 
is a light frock and: breeches. The women are 
obliged to be good houfekeepers, for they cannét 
walk far on account of the {mallnefs of their feet, — 
which are {wathed up prodigioutly tight’ in their _ 
infancy, to. prevent their growing, ‘{mall) feet be-» 
ing reckoned:a great beauty; for this reafon’they” 
only ftumble about their houfes, being obliged to” 
{gquat down every two: or: three fteps. This is an- 
excellent piece of policy, to: prevent their goffi ipping, — 
and I believe many am honeftmanin England would” 
be glad, upon the fame account, that his wife had 
oimail feet, or rather no feetvat ally "They work. 
well at their needles, and: are particularly curious | 
in embroidering their thoes,’ The poorer fort ‘of 
women indeed cannot bs to aa little feet, nor 
pons ‘thoes, 
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fhoes,. nor {tockings, for they trudge to market, 
‘and. do other ‘neceffary menial offices for bread.” 
~The ware, which we particularly diftinguith by 
the (name of china, otherwife called porcelain, is 
faid to) be made of a certain clay found in the pro- 
vince. of Canton. China affords variety of drugs, 
particularly China-root and tea; which is fold by 
difhes ready made in the ftreets, ‘They have-alfo - 
plenty of fugar; they are ingenious, cunning, and 
Knavifh, and fo prodigioufly given to gaming, that 
nothing is commoner for a Chinefe than’ to ‘lofe 
all that he has in the world at play, and then to 
hang himfelf in defpair. ; ore 
--) The houfes that our author faw upon the ifland — 
of St. John were poor and low, interfperfed with 
filthy ponds. One day, as feven or eight of the 
failors were dining upon a hog, which they had juft 
roafted, a poor hufbandman begged a piece of it, 
aad they accordingly gave it him; after which re- 
paftshe beckoned them to follow him into a wood, 
where he would fain have perfuaded them to have 
beftowed forme of their food upon an idol, which 
ftood in a neighbouring temple, whither he guid- 
ed them ; this offering they refufed, as well as wor- 
Shipping the pagod, to which he would have in- 
duced: them by his Geample, Heiney sis: hai 
The thip weighed anchor from the ifland of St. 
yJohn about four in the afternoon, and made what 
chafte they-could out to fea; with a view of hav- 
ang fufficient room, as they perceived all imaginable 
figns of -an approaching ftorm, which. overtook 
“them: about, “elevenro’ -clock:at night, and ‘raged 
bwith prodisious fiercenefs till -about-four in the

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The corpus fanétum is a fmall glittering light, 


like a ftar, which generally dances about a fhip in 
hard weather. About eleven o’ clock the following 
day it was a flat calm; after which the ftorm re- 
turned with more violence than ever, whereby the 


fhip’s crew were induced to bear away for the Pif- 
cadore iflands (which lie in twenty-three degrees _ 


‘of north latitude) for they feared the continuance’ 


' of ill weather during this moon, as fhe was now — 


near a change. 


On the 2oth of July they gained fight of the 
Pifcadores, where they caft anchor between: the — 


two eaftermoft iflands, on the weft fide:of which 
they were extremely furprifed to find a large town, 
with a fort commanding the harbour; and fome of 
the men who went afhore were carried before the 


governor, who, being informed they were Englifh, ’ 


intending to trade, ufed them in a very friendly — 
manner, telling them, that he would affift themas — 


much as lay in his. power, but that they muft not 


‘pretend to trade here, it being abfolutely forbidden:: — 
however, he fent them a {mall jar of flour, fome _ 


cakes of fine bread,about a dozen of good pine-apples, 


anda few water-melons as a prefent tothe captaim, 


They were the next day vifited on board by an 
officer of very grand appearance, who had.a loofe 


coat, and breeches of black filk, with black limber — 
boots on his legs, and a plume of black and white — 


feathers, ftanding upright upon a cap of black filk, 
which covered his head. He brought on board 


with him, as a prefent from the governor, a very — 
fat heifer, two large hogs, four goats, two bafkets _ 
of flour, twenty large flat cakes of bread, two jars — 
of fam fhu, a fort of arrack made of rice, and. fifty- 

_ five jars of hoc fhu, a ftrong pleafant extract of, — 


wheat, not unlike mum, of which the feamen are 


very fond. 
. In 
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In return for thefe articles, captain Read fent the 
governor a curious Spanifh filver-hilted rapier, an 
Englifh carabine, and a gold chain, and ordered 
‘the nobleman to be faluted with three guns as he 
‘went over! the fhip’s fide. . They left this place on 
the 29th of July, with the wind at fouth-weft, 
fteering for fome iflands, which, by their fituation 

‘inthe maps, are judged to lie between Formofajand 
Lucania, otherwife Mornela; for they had not as 
yet given up their defigns upon the Manila fhip. 
They imagined thefe iflands were uninhabited, 
geographers having hitherto given them no names; 
but, to their great furprife, when they came to an- 
chor’on the eaft fide of the moft northern ifland, 

they found three large populous towns, all within 
one league of the fea. - , 

Toone of thefe iflands they gave the name of O- 
range, in honour of king William II. It is about 
ight leagues long, and two broad. To another 
wot: them, which is four leagues long, and one 
league and a half wide, Mr. Dampier gave the name 
of Grafton, in honour of the duke of Grafton, in 
whofe family his wife then lived; and a third they 
called Monmouth ifland, in honour of the duke of 
Monmouth. Thefe three were the largeft of the 

number. One of the others they called Goat Ifland, 

becaufe it abounded with that animal; and the other 
they called'Bathee, .on account of a pleafant liquor, 
bearing that name, which they drank there. 

- peOrange ifland, tho’ the largeft of the whole par- 
«eel; is not-inhabited ; but there are people enough 

‘both:owfonmouth and Grafton iflands. The na- 
tives vare feopper-coloured;: fhort and fquat, with 
round: faces, low foreheads, thick eye-brows, hazle 
eyes, and black»thick-hair, which they crop fhort 
‘quiteround their heads, fcarcely,permitting it to 

cover their ears. The men have no fort ef cloath- 
oR!

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ing, but a jacket made of plantain leaf, whichis 
_ as rough .as.a bear-fkin; , and fome.of, them~have 
only a {mall clout to,cover:their- nakednefsy | 
»,. Phere are. mines-in, thefe-iflands.of .a pale-yel- 
Jow metal, which. has fome-femblance of gold; -but 
in, time it fades and. lofes, much of its luftre: they 
amake rings and other ornaments of it, which they 
rub over with a pafte of red clay,.then throw them _ 
into a quick fire,. where they let them remain.till 
they are red hot;, in. which condition they fling — 
them into water.to cool, then rub off. the pafte, 
and they appear of the, moft: beautiful luftre.. .2 
Their houfes are, but low, made with fmall.pofts, 
wattled with, boughs; they have. a. fire-place at 
one.end, and boards near. it, whereon..they.lie.to 
fleep on the \ground. They live. together ia 
{mall villages, on the fides or tops. of hills, the 
houfes rifing above one another, upoa fuch preci- - 
pices, that they are obliged ;to afcend them by 
ladders, which being drawn up there is no pofli- _ 
bility of climbing to attack them, and-to prevent 
their being affaulted from above, they chufe a:fi- 
tuation, the back of which forms a fteep perpen- 
dicular to the fea. The ftreet to every row of © 
houfes runs. parallel to. the tops of the. houfes. of 
the row beneath, and the ladder by which they — 
afcend is placed in the middle of the ftreet: thefe- 
precipices are certainly natural; for it isimpoffible — 
for them ever to have been able.to cut fuch ridges 
in the rock, altho’ they are very ingenious, under- 
ftanding the ufe of iron, working it themfeives, ” 
and building: very neat boats... +, ) tenet 
‘The women manage the .affairs, of hufbandryj 
and the men generally employ. themfelves infith-, 
ing. In their food they are far from being cleanly 543) 
for it was ufual for them to beg the, paunches of — 
fuch hogs and goats.as were killed by, the fhips; — 
crew, the filth of which they emptied. into.a pots 
Qi” 
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of water, and boiled it to a confiftence 5) ; after 
which they eat it with raw fifh, taking it up in 
handfuls (for they are ‘ftrangers to the ufe of {poons) 
as other Indians do rice: they are alfo fond: of eat- 
ling goat fkins, ‘the digeftion of which’ one would. 
imagine required the ftomach of an oftrich ; for 
thefe they would alfo’beg, and having finged off 
their hair, and parched them well upon the coals, - 
they would gnaw them to the beft of their power, 
They alfo gathered a kind of locufts which infefts 
them about Auguft, and thefe they feorch over the 
‘fire inva pan till the legs and wings drop off, and 
‘the-bodies become red like a lobfter. | 

Their common drink is water, and they have a 
liquor, fomething like Englifh beer both in tafte 
-and'colour, made of the fugar-cane boiled, and 
mixt ‘with fome {mall black berries: this, which 
is generally fit to drink in three or four days, is 
what’ they calf bathee; a ftrong and intoxicating 
peerage. 

“Our author does not pretend to be acquainted 
with their language; it is, fays he, neither like the 
Malayan, nor the Chinefe, the latter being fpoken 
thro’ the teeth. Bullawar, which is the common 
word ‘for ‘gold among all the Indians of the Phil- 
lipine iMands, &c. is the name by which they di- 
finguith® the yellow metal we have already (are 
tioned.’ 

They have no arms but a wooden lance, headed 

viel iron; and they wear a coat of mail made of 
buffalo fein; reaching down to the calves of their 
legs, (but without fleeves) as thick as a board. 
This “fkin' and iron feem to be the only‘commo- 
-dity in ufe-among thém that are’ not! of their owa 
growth; perhaps they have them from Luconia, 

“They donot feem to have any religion’or govern- 
ment, but compofe a kind of ariftocracy, every man 
being of ae power, and pretending to no au-°- 
i rie thoiity, 
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thority, except in his own family: yet that they 
have fome fort of laws, appears from their having 
buried a young man alive, during our author’s flay, 
as he fuppofes, for theft: they are meek, oblig- 


ing, and good humoured, *neither quarrelling — 


among themfelves, nor being rude: to ftrangers:: 
‘they pafs the bullawar as money, having no. coin, 
‘and parting with it in grains by guefs. 


When the fhip firft anchored here, the natives. 


were fo familiar, that above a hundred boats came 
round them at once, the plyers of which made no 
fcruple of coming aboard; and during all the 


time that fhe ftaid here, they fupplied her plen- : 


tifully with goats and hogs, difpofing ofa good 
fat goat for an old iron hoop, and an hog of: four- 
{core pounds weight for two or three pounds of 
iron, befides fufficient quantities of yams, potatoes,

The chief commodities of 
thefe iflands are ambergreafe and fruit, which are’ 
brought aboard of fuch fhips as come into the road’ 
by the natives in their proes, to whom all white na- 
tions.are alike, « ~ | to i 
May the 6th, they came to an anchor on the weft 
fide of the ifland of Nicobar, properly fo called, 
in-eight fathom water. It lies in feven’ degrees 
thirty. minutes north latitude. The foil of ‘it -is 
fertile, well watered, and forms a pretty land- 
{cape when feen from the fea.’ Among» vari- 
ous) forts of trees which flourifh here, are plenty 
of cocos, and melary; the former has been fuf- 
ficiently defcribed already: the latter is a fruit of 

’ alight green colour; witha tough, fmooth rind; _ 
it-issas large as the bread-fruit, and eats’ fomething” 
like an apple. The natives’ are tall and well limb-. 
ed,.of a» dark» copper-colour complexion, with 
long wifages, black eyes, agreeable features, and.

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- The women have no hair on their eye-brows: — 
perhaps they pluck it off, reckoning the want of it 
ornamental. The men are naked, having only a 
piece of cloth wrapt round their waifts, and 
fwathed twoor three times about their thighs) 
Their language feems to be peculiar to themfelves, 
and Dampier could not difcover, whether they had 
any form of religion among them. Their houfes, 
very curioufly thatched with’ palmetto leaves, aré 
raifed upon pofts, eight feet from the ground; and 
they confift but of one room, which is about eight. - 
feet high. | 

We don’t find that they have any appearance 
of government among them; they feem to be all 
upon an equal footing, and live {cattered round 
the ifland, there\ being feliom more ‘than four or 
five houfes together... They have no yams,  pota- 
toes, or rice, but a few plantains, and fome {mall 
hogs; they had alfo cocks and hens, but tho’ every 
houfe had at leaft two or three canoes belonging 
to it, and drawn athore oppofite to it, -yet their 
fifhery is not very great. Their canoes will hold 
twenty or thirty men, and they ufe oars as we do, 
fitting upon benches of fplit bambo: Here the 
captain filled water, and ordered’ the men to ve 
the fhip, in order to clean her. 

\ Here our author got leave of captain Read to go 
afhore with his cheft and bedding: the place whéré 
he was landed had but two houfes, the matter of 
one of which, by figns, invited Dampier toenter 3 
intimating thatif he did not, he might be expofed 
to fome danger from the wild beafts' of ‘the wood} 
in the darknefs of the ‘night. ‘There® came two 
other men on fhore with him, viz. Mit. Hall, “and! 
Mr. Ambrofe, they having long before intended to - 
take the firft opportunity of efcaping from captain:

He was at firft furprized to. fee the number of 


his guefts fo much increafed, but appeared after-

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wards well enough fatisfied, and bought of them:a 
canoe for an ax, which one of the men had ftollén, 
Knowing it to be a good commodity among the In- 
dians, as he came over the fhip’s fide. | This cas 
noe was as large asa wherry, but, alas!, they had 
no fooner got aboard with all their :things, but 
it overfet with them, and it took them up three 
days to dry their papers and other things which 
were contained in their chefts ; however, with the 
affiftance of the Achen failors, they foon fet her 
to rights again, fitting her. out with a good maft, 


and balance-logs, or out-liggers, which we'have.— 


before defcribed; and then they. fteered’ for the 
eaft fide of the ifland, being followed. by) the in« 
habitants in eight or ten canoes, whom Mr. Hall, 
by firing a gun ‘over their heads, fcared’ away; 
fearing-that fuch a large company might ‘have‘in- 
creafed the price of provifions upon them. | 


This aétion had like to have been detrimental - 


two. ways; firft, it frightened their moft ufeful 
hands, the Achen men, fo very: much, that’ they

The inhabitants now appeared in’ great num- 
bers every whete, to oppofe their landing ; ‘how- 
ever, in a day or two, Dampier’ and Mr. Hall 
leapt on fhore in the fight of a largé, number’ of 
them, with whom they.foon made peace, by thak- 
ing hands; and were as. plentifully; fapplied with 


provifion as before,,, It confifted .of only. leaves - 


of melory, the pulp of which, being. feparated 
from the rhind,and the core, and. compreffed to. 
gether, will keep fix or feven days; befides fome 
_ cocos, anda few hens. ' Thefe, with twelve large

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coco. nutfhells,and two’ or three bamboes, all | 
which together held about ‘eight gallons of wa-" 
ter, were their only fea-ftore, wherewith they left’

On the'18th, the fky began to be cloudy, and a 
halluo or circle gathering about the fun, which in- 
fallibly prognofticates ill weather, made them fearful » 
of a ftorm, - However, on thé roth in'the morning, ° 
atter having been terribly buffeted by a tempeft of | 
wind, thunder, lightning, and: rain, which it was 
wonderful their veffel ever outlived, they were’ 
furprized with one of their Achen men crying out, 
as they thought, Pull away ; an expreffion common 
_ among the Englith failors when they are rowing ; 
but, by his pointing to land, which juft. then 
appeared, they found he meant Puloway, which. 
is an ifland lying’on the north-weft end of Suma- 
-travoT thould: have before obferved to you, that: 
_ Puloy all along this coaft, is the common word for 
ifjand’; ‘fo that Puloway is no more than the ifland 
OP IWay, Heiye ers é 
- "The next morning they found ‘that he had mif- 
taken ; for, inftead of its being the ifland of Way, 
itproved to be‘the golden mountain of Sumatra. 
‘They entered thé moath of-a river called Paffange’ 
jonea, and landed ata fmall fifhing-town bearing 
the'fame name; and by this time they were fo fa- 
tigued, that they were all in high fevers, and fo 
very weak, that they were {Carcely able to ftand. ' 
© The'news: of their arrival brought feveral of 
_ the-oramkis ormoblemen’ 'to'fee them, who being 
informed \of' their adventures, ordered a large 
houfe’ tobe ‘provided? for them, and fent them 
plenty of cocos;’ plantains,’ fowls, eggs, Alh) and 
rice 5 but ifinding themfelves far'from recovering 
their healths, they were’ induced to make the bett 
of their way té“Acheny where ‘there is an Enelifh 
DIOQ: +), factory ; 
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factory ; for which purpofe, they were provided’ 
witha proe, which carried them to the pyr cians 
place i in three days. 

In this city, they were received with great hof- 
pitality by the chief magiftrate; and Mr. Dennis’ 
Drifcol, an Irifhman, in the euvice of the Eaft- 
India company, treated them ia a very friendly 
manner, and ferved as an interpreter between them 
and the fhebander, or chief magiftrate. ‘ 

Here our author became acquainted with captain 
Bowrey, who had a fhip lying in the road, ‘and 
would have importuned our author to have failed 
wit h him to Perfia, in quality of boatfwain; but 
he-was intimidated from accepting the propofal by 
the badnefs of the weather, and his own fate of 
health. 

Mr. Hall and Mr. Ambrofe were entered alfo on. 
board the fame fhip, and the latter, whofe fir- 
name our author does not remember, for Ambrofe 
was his Chriftian name, died foon after. At length, 
Dampier engaged with one captain Weldon, with! 
whom he made feveral trading voyages in this 
country, for upwards of fifteen months, and af- 
terwards he entered himfelf as gunner ‘to an Eng- 
lifh fa€tory on the weft coaft of Bencoolen; in 
which employment he remained five months, and 
then quitted it from a diflike to the governor, 
He fiaid upon this coaft till the year 1691, when 
he embarked for England, on board the Defence, 
captain Heath commander, lying in the Bencoolen 
road: and on this occafion was obliged to make his 
efcape by creeping thro’ one of the port-holes of the 
fort, the governor having revoked a promife he had . 
made of permitting him to depart. He brought off 
his journal, and fome of his moft valuable }papers. 

. It-was the 2d of January when he got on board, 
but the 25th before the fhip fet fail. Atfea, they 


loft above thirty of their men, ark a diftemper 
arifing 
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. arifing from the badnefs. of the water which they 
had on board; it .growing very hot, and being 
tinctured black, lying in the hold amongft. the 
pepper; which certainly contributed to make it 
wnwholefome. Captain. Heath indeed behaved 
very: well on board, for he not only kept watch 
conftantly himfelf, but fupplied his men with fome 
of his own tamarinds, and other things that contri- 
buted greatly to refrefh them. The beginning of 
April, they reached the Cape of Good Hope, 
where the fick were fent on fhore, and. fupplied 
with beef, mutton, and other refrefhments, 
- » Here alfo our author went on fhore with a 
Painted prince, who had been given to him by 
one Mr. Moody, and whom he afterwards fold in 
the river Thames, becaufe he was fhort of money. 
The perfons who purchafed him, carried him 
about for a fhew, and he died at Oxford of the 
{mall-pox. His name was Joel, and he was born 
_ invan ifland called Meangis, where the people wear 
gold rings in their ears and about. their legs, and 
are curioufly painted in various forts of figures ; 
well proportioned, but rather monfters of imagi- _ 
nation, thancopiesof.nature.

_» There is another houfelicenfed to fell mum and _ 
“beer, and a third for brandy and tobacco. The — 
complexion of the natives, who are called Hotten-

They rub themfelves over with foot and greafe, 
inftead. of painting, and wrap fheep guts about 
their legs when they go upon a journey, : fome of 
which they wear eight or twelve months; when, if

fhells, and wear a fheep-fkin cloak, which infeéts 
them much with lice; but this confequence is no 
great hardfhip upon them, for they feem particularly 
fond of loufing themfelves.

- ‘They left this place on the 23d of May, and ar-.

Alexandria. This city ftands about five miles from_ 
the fea, goarded by a. ftrong caftle at the mouth. 
of the river ; yet it foeibles a village rather than 
a city; for it is altogether open, ‘without wall or. 
ditch, extending aGout fix miles in circumference, — 
and inhabited ‘by about eighty thoufand fouls, a 
number five times as great as that. contained in” 
Alexandria, It is furrounded by tolerable orchards, * 
..and plantations of caffia trees; and the Bazar be- : 
- ing light and airy, appears covered ‘with, vines. pro 
ducing delicious grapes, which are here: See 
plenty. 
Gemelli having paid the vice- “conful for his board, 
aad mide the neceflary provifion, embarked vi 
a ler= 
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a fervant on Monday the roth for Grand Cairo, on 
board of a great boat with three mafts, called 4 
meafchi, where he found a German Francifcan fa- 
ther, and above an hundred paffengers ; but per- 
fons of any quality or confideration, for a trifle 
more than the common fare, are accommodated with 
a kind of feparate cabin.: | 
_ Having the advantage of a freth gale, they failed 
brifkly along fhore, in fight of agreeable honfes 
- and fruitful fields, particularly in the ifland formed 
-by the two arms of the river, between Rofetto and 
‘Damiata, which is counted the moft fertile {pot in 
‘all Egypt... This wonderful river, called in the 
 Abyffinian language Abanchi, or Father of Rivers, 
is faid to proceed from two lakes in the kingdom 
of Goyama, fubject to the emperor of Abyffinia, 
whence crofling that empire, Ethiopia, and other 
countries, it runs down, to fertilize Egypt, and 
lofes itfelf in the Mediterranean. - 
_ The arm on which they failed was about a quar- 
ter of an Italian mile in breadth, and the ftream. 
glided fo gently, that with two fails they ran feven or 
eight miles an hour againft the current, in the midft 
_ of pleafant meads and populous villages. The com- 
mon fuftenance of the Turks confifted of ill’baked 
bread, garlick, onions, and four curds. Poultry, 
tho’ very cheap in that country, is utterly banithed 
_ from their tables, and a little boiled mutton is count- 
ed an extraordinary dainty. .

After a run of fixty miles, the wind falling, nine 
of the people went afhore and towed the boat 
along, leaving behind Salmo, famous for the ex~- — 
portation of corn, Albici, Nahari, with other {mall 
villages and iflands formed by the river, where the 
land is plowed with oxen and buffaloes, -the flefh 
of which is eaten by the:Arabs, tho’ their chief dain- 
ty is mutton, remarkable for the large fize, fatnefs, 
and tail which often weighs feveral pounds. By 
way of bread, thefe Mahometans eat a fall kind 
of grain that taftes like chefnuts, and this they » 
‘mix with parched vetches. On the right-hand 
fide of the river’they faw abundance of: trees like 
thofe that bear the white mulberry, which produce 
a fruit near the trunk refembling the medlar, tho’

flafh them before they are ripe, that the unhealthy — 
juice may run out and be expended. ha te 
They ftopped at the village of Terrana, where 
the bey or mafter infifted upon performing the ce- 
-remonies of their great feftival called Agiram Bai- — 
ram, and while the Turks were thus employed, — 
Gemelli in ftrolling about the place, perceived a — 
great heap of earth called Natrou, dug out of a — 
neighbouring hill, to be fhipped off for feveral 
parts of Chriftendom, where it is ufed for taking ” 
out ftains, and whitening cloth. On Wednefday 
12th they continued their voyage, in fight of villa- 
~ges-on both fides, and enjoyed a diftant’view-of a — 
great city called Menuf, on the right-hand fide; ‘at_ 
the “diftance of fix miles from the river, and’at 
night arrived at Bulac, which is an halting-place 
for all boats that come from Upper Egypt, Alexan- — 
dria, and Rofetto. MOR TA 4 ED RY Ty

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Next day Gemelli going afhore, beheld the whole 
country overflowed by the river, like a fea. On 
the 17th day of Auguft,, when it, is. fwelled to its 
greateft height, the bafhaw, after having ordered 
the folemnity to be announced by the, public crier, 
goes, attended by a great.retinue, to perform the 
ceremony of cutting the bank of. afmail branch of 
the Nile, called. Xalic, that the water may over- 
flow the lands in the neighbourhood of New 
Cairo, and rejoice the hearts of the Arabs, who 
form .a good or bad prefage of their harveft, from 
‘the rifing of the waters. at the Nilofcope or mea- 

’ fure, which is fet up in an ifland near Old Cairo. 
This annual. inundation fattens the foil to fuch.a 
_. degree, that the farmers are often obliged to qua- 
lify it with fand; and if they were not extremely 
flothful, they might reap two crops every year. 
From Bulac, the doctor and his fervant fet.out 
-upon affes, for New Cairo, where he lodged at the 
houfe of the Francifcans, and found the people 
celebrating the feaft of Bairam, which had been 
kept the preceding day in the villages. Great 
numbers repaired to the burying-places with lights, 
‘to vifit the tombs of their deceafed ‘friends:. in 
‘the public places, they offered oxen, gelt goats, 
. lambs, and fowls, as facrifices to their prophet; 
which, however, they themfelves devoured, while 
(the multitude was. diverted. with feeing eight chil- 
* dren turning round upon a wheel, 
_«>-Gemelli, having dined-with the fathers, de- 
«parted in company of a friar, for Old Cairo, where 
. he likewife lodged with.the Francifcans; and that 
» fame day vifited the Gretian church, © built within 
_oothe fort, where. he, faw the arm of St. George. 
~/ The caftle is a dark prifon, and the church a very 
_ »lindifferent edifice, faid to have belonged to the 
Coptes or antient inhabitants of the country, the. 
je weretched remains of whom are ftill to be feen in 
| a par- 
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a particular diftrit adjoining to Old Cairo, -svhere 
they have five churches and a patriarch of their 
- own, “and lead an auftere and miferable life, . fup- 
ported by nothing better than: bread and water; 
herbs and pulfe. torte! Sw to ontoF 

» Old Cairo, fituated on the right hand fide of the 
branch of the Nile, is almoft wholly depopulated; — 
and its ruins, which are very extenfive; exhibit.a 
melancholy profpect.,. Jofeph’s granaries are about 
a mile in circuit, enclofed by a wall, and divided 


into fourteen large {quares, which are: ftill repo i 


fitories for’ corn, altho” uncovered, becaufe very 
little or no ‘rain falls in this part of Egypt. Here — 
too is fhewn the place where Mofes was found 
floating in a bafket on the Nile, near the royal ~ 
- palace, where at prefent. there is'a mofque with 
gardens and pleafant houfes; and’ in this neigh- 
‘bourhood is the ifland where they meafure the in- 
creafe of the Nile. Along the banks, there'is al- 
ways a number of boats laden. with excellent corn, 
brought from the kingdom of Seyd, belonging to 
an Arabian prince, tributary to the grand fignior, 
On the oppofite fide of the river is the city of 
Ciza, famous for the pleafant houfes built by the 
Mamaluke princes; and in the circumjacant villa- 
ges; the Arabs hatch eggs, by means ofan arti- 
ficial ftove, turning them frequently during ‘the 
fpace of fourteen days, in which the incubation is 
performed. a3 Big 

Geinelli went under the conduét of fome of the | 
Francifcan fathers, to fee the holy houfe; im which 
the’ blefled Virgin dwelt feven years with the.infant 
Jefus, when Jofeph fled with them. into Egypt, ia 
order to avoid the cruelty. of Herod. It ftands 
within ‘the church! of the: Coptes, who fhew.an ~ 
houfe in’ the wall where’ Mary lay with her child; 
together with a ftone table, at. which'they.ates. — 
and: they likewife produce a large, piece of wood, — 
3 ein and © 
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anda nail, which they affirm to be: part of Noah’s 
ark, At‘the altar of the church, mafs is faid in 
the old Egyptian language, of which, however, 
they are very ignorant; and hard: by is afont, in 
_ form of a well, where the male children,are bap- 
tized, forty days, and the females, -fourfcore, after 
the birth; and both males and-females are after- 
wards circumcifed. 

Gemelli, in his return from this sates: furs 
veyed the ruins of Old Cairo, which are very ex- 
tenfive, obferved the aqueducts that convey the 
water of the Nile into the bafhaw’s caftle over lofty 
arches, for the{pace of three miles, and in his way 
he met part of the bafhaw’s retinue going to pay 
their compliments to fome principal perfon at Old 
Cairo; they were preceded by four drums and two 
der vifes, with their cqnical caps; but, the moft re- 
markable part of the proceffion was a fantone, or 
fort of monk half naked, with a ragged capand 
tattered garments, furrounded by fuch a multitude 
of people who came to exprefs their veneration 
for him, that the doctor found it almoft imprac- 
ticable to pafs forward, and the occafion infpired 
the people with fuch a degree of zeal and enthu- 
fiafm, that one of the fathers who accompanied 
our author was infulted, reviled, and even beaten, 
and ‘Gemelli himfelf nar rowly efcaped with. his 
life, by means of a maronite chriftian who with- 

held an Arab from ftriking him with a long ftaff. 
©* During this turkifh feftival, a great. number’ of 
Arabian chiefs were feen prancing along the ftreets 
on ‘horfeback, gaily caparifoned, tho’ they were 
| obliged to alight when met by any officer of ju- 
fice: the janiffaries were employed in ‘exercifing 
their arms in their different diftricts, and abun- 
dance of vagabonds, ‘with bottles of rofe water, 
__ fprinkle the paffengers, in order to extort money;

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fo much as did eight women in mafks, who in paf- 
fing along fcreamed horribly, as if they had been 
poffeffed ; ‘and this ceremony was it feems the in- 
vitation toa wedding. = sien 
“Cairo, otherwife called Memphis, is fituated near 
the banks of the Nile, and was once a flourifhing 
city that boafted califfs and fultans of its own, but 
hath declined for two centuries paft, during 
which it hath continued under the dominion of the 
‘Turkifh emperors, who fend thither a bafhaw to 
rule, in the nature of a viceroy: befides the op- 
preffion under which it groans from fuch defpotic 
governors, the city has fuffered greatly from the 
plague, which fweeps off vaft numbers of the in- 
habitants, tho’ the miffionaries and European mer- 
chants affirmed to Gemelli that it ftill contained 
five millions of fouls. This account, however, the 
doétor could not help thinking exaggerated, efpe- 
cially as he encircled the whole city, accompanied 
by a janifflary, in two hours ‘and an half on afs- 
back; fo that he gueffed the whole circuit amount- 
ed to about ten miles, for the Egyptian affes go at 
a great pace: neverthelefs, it muft be remember- 
ed, that the ftreéts are very numerous, the houfes 
crouded with inhabitants, and that Balach, Old 
Cairo, and the fuburbs, were not included in this 
compafs. The houfes are*built without elegance, © 
of mud and ill-burned bricks; but the town may — 


be called a magazine of valuable commodities. -

conful, to live.at his houfe, accepted the. courte-. 
ous offer; and on Saturday the 16th, went with 
two, French fathers, the jewifh interpreter, and 
the janiflary, to fee the caftle, which locks like a 
little city, three or four miles in circumference ; 
but the towers are decayed, the walls ruined. in 
many places, and the fortifications fo ill adapted: 
for defence againft the modern way. of attack, 
that it would foon be reduced. by a regular 
fiege. Having furveyed the divan, which is 
furnifhed with a large cupulo at top, and taken 
a view of every thing remarkable, except. the 
tower where the treafury is kept, and the apart- 
ments belonging to the young aga of the janiffa- 
‘fies, which they were not permitted to fee, they 
for a zecchine obtained leave of the bathaw to 
_ go and entertain themfelves with a fight of Jo- 
feph’s well, which is of a prodigious depth, 
cut out of the folid rock. The water is firft raifed 
from the bottom by a wheel drawn by oxen into

and two hundred ‘foldiers well mounted ; then

mitar, and the other was loaded with a bafon co- 

_vered with filk, that contained the breeches and 
the ‘boots: thefe were followed by an hundred 

Janizaries on foot, well clad in green and red 

' cloath, with large wide caps hanging down on 
their backs, and fupported on the forehead by a 
filver plate curioufly wrought: then appeared the 

aga carrying the emperor’s letter on his breatft, 
accompanied by the chiaga, and the proceffion was 

clofed by two troops of Horfe, the officers of 
Which had clubs tipt with filver, hanging at their 
backs. The cavalcade proceeded to the caftle, 
Where the bafhaw waited to receive the aga, and | 
thus the folemnity ended. eich, 

On Tuefday the 18th, the do&tor rode upon an 
afs about the bazars, where he found rich fhops,

twelve miles from Cairo. The dottor'and fome of 
the company went up to the top of the firft pyra- 
mid, by the fteps, which, towards the bafe, are 
four feet high, ‘and three in ‘breadth, running

Whatever methods were ufed for this purpofe, — 
it is generally agreed that thofe vaft ftructures were — 
monuments of regal pride, intended as repofitories 
for the bodies of the Egyptian monarchs, raifed, 
perhaps, in confequence of a prevailing notion, — 

that the foul ‘would not quit her manfion, while 
the body fhould remain uncorrupted; a belief 
which likewife introduced the art and cuftom ‘of 
embalming the dead. This operation was per- — 
formed on perfons of diftinction, by ripping up 
the belly witha fharp ftone, cleanfing the bowels 
with wine or fpirituous liquors, filling the guts — 
and cavities with myrrh, caffia, and other aroma- | 
tic powders; laying the carcale thus prepared _ 
in nitre for the term of feventy days, at the expi- 
ration of which, they wathed it again, and rolléd . 
it up in linen rollers, {meared with a fort of gum 
that refifted putrefattion. Thefe bodies they 
placed in coffins of black mulberry tree, ‘coarfely .

_Setting fail with.a favourable wind in the eve- 
ning. of. Sunday ., the .23d, they coafted’ along 4 
fandy defart country, and next night, after a tun 
of 2 hundred. miles, arrived in the port of Jaffa, 
where. Gemelli, having paid a zecchine anda half 
tothe rais, for, himfelf and his fervant, went to 
lodge at the houfe of a Jew interpreter, who en- 
tertains all thofe Chriftians that go to the Holy 
Land... , This is. the fea port of Paleftine, lying in 
thirty-two. degrees, of latitude, fuppofed to have 
been. built. before the food, by Japhet the fon of 
Noah. Here the materials for building Solomon’s - 
i temple were landed ; this is the {pot where the an« 
tients feign, Andromeda was expofed to the fea 
monfter ; and where St, Peter raifed Tabitha from 
the dead. While the doctor ftayed in this place, 
waiting for the caravan of camels from Rama, a 
violent. ftorm arifing, deftroyed almoft all the vel: . 
fels in the harbour, and, among the rett, the bark 
in which he had ed tho’ the men Rt: faved 
by fwimming afhore. 

On, Wednefday the 26th, he staid an als, 
and fetting out with a fmall caravan of thirty ca- 
‘mels, travelled. about ten miles. through a plain 
country,. partly, tilled, and partly planted “with — 
olives,» and, by break of day, arrived at Rama, 
where he was received by the fuperior of the ca- 
puchins of Jerufalem, who fignified his arrival’ to- 
the: father guardian, that he might obtain Ais | pet- 
miffion.to.go to Jerufalem. 

_Rama,. remarkable for the fepulchre oF Rachael; | 
and the flaughter of the innocents, is a {mall ‘open 
town: inhabited . by. Arabs, Jews, and Chriftians $ a 
and the. adjacent country produces plenty of wheat, 
grapes, figs,. and. melons... At the diftance- of 
three miles, is a plage called” Leda; where “St? 
: | George 
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George was beheaded, now a church ferved by 


Greeks; and in the neighbourhood ftands a 
mofque, formerly a Chriftian,church, built by St. 
Helena, under the high altar of which, forty mar- 
tyrs lie buried, whom fhe brought thither from 
Armenia: here likewife ftands the houfe of Nicos 
- demus, who took Jefus down from the crof.’ 
Friday the 28th, leave being obtained from the 
father guardian of Jerufalem, Gemelli paid about 
fourteen ducats, as caffarre or tribute to the cufto- 
- mer who furnifhed him with horfes, and next day 
_ he departed from Rama, accompanied by fome fa- 
+ thers, and the cadi or judge who was returning to 
- Jerufalem. They travelled twelve ‘miles through 
" the plain, and fourteen over the mountains, which 
are fhaded with olives, pafling through the village 
‘of the Good Thief, and in fight of Jeremy’s village, 
not far from which, they faw the birth placeof St. 
John the Baptift. Then crofling a bridge, they 
entered the valley famous for the combat between 


David and Goliah; and on a neighbouring hill 


they beheld the caftle of Emaus, in which’ the 
‘two difciples knew our Saviour after his refur 
_ rection. ws death 
* When they reached Jerufalem, the doctor was. 
ireéted by the fathers to enter by the gate of 
-Damafcus, that the Turks might fee him and res 
éeive the tribute; but, finding nobody at the gate, 
‘he proceeded directly to the monaftery of St. Sa+ 
-viour + however, the guardian, dreading fome mif= 
‘chance, perfuaded him to return and give notice to: 
‘the’ Turks, who entered his name accordingly : 
. then he was courteoufly received at the monaftery,.

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was fcourged; and here is to be feen David’s fe 
-pulchre, fixteen fpans in length, together with 
the fpot in which king Manaffes was buried, The 
church was built by Helena, and afterwards re- 
paired by Sancha, queen of Naples and Sicily.. 
On Mount Sion, remarkable for the ruins of 
David’s palace, ftill to be feen, is’ another {mall 
meat church ferved by Armenians, on the {pot 
where formerly ftood the houfe of Caiaphas, the 
high prieft ; in the porch whereof, Peter warmed 
himfelf when he denied his Lord. - They. fhew in 
the wall of ‘this church, the place where the cock 
crowed ; and the vault in which Chrift was con 
fined ‘and fcourged for the firft time : on the altar, 
is fixed the ftone of the holy fepulchre, of which 
the Armeniaris robbed the catholic fathers, during 
the war of Candia. Here, Judas fold his matter, 
and here he reftoréd the money to go, and hang 
himfelf in defpair. Behind the garden of the mo- 
naftery of St. James, ftands the houfe of Annas, 
‘where Chrift was bound to an olive tree, the 
‘branches of which, are ftill tobe feen in the porch 
of a church built near the {pot, and in poffeffion 
of the Armenians. At the diftance of an hundred 
paces, without the Porta fterquilinia, thro? which 
Jefas was led bound to Annas, they fhew a ruined ~ 
grotto or cave, where Peter bitterly bewailed his 
offence. In the lower part of the city, under the 
arches of the temple, is a magnificent ftructure, 
_ formerly the church of the Prefentation, with a 
‘convent of nuns; but now a mofque and {chool ~ 
for ‘Turkifh maidens, who are here educated une 
der the tuition of matrons, until they are mar 
riagcable, The bazar or market leads. to the, gate — 
called Speciofa, thro’ which Chrift entered. when 
he went to the Temple and dif puted with the doc- 
"tors. "The virgin Mary went the fame way when 
fhe prefented the child Jefus to Simeon: and here ~ 
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St. Peter healed the paralytic. Near the gate, be- 
‘gin the long’ and lofty arches leading to the temple 
‘of Solomon, which no Chriftian is permitted. to 
SET EBe Leet WII: (I PN a hE Sea) gr Smet 
On Monday the laft of Auguft, Gemelli vifited » 
‘the hofpital of St. Helen, which is a great firuc- 
tere, built for the accommodation of Chriftian pil- 
_ ‘¢cims, comprehending feveral long galleries; and 
- here he faw remaining feven great cauldrons, in 
which they dreffed meat for the poor. They.are 
_ ftill ufed for the fame purpofe by the Turks, who, 
_ on certain days, give alms, even to Chriftians, 
_ Near St. Stephen’s gate, he was fhewn the pool of 
Bethefda, which is a ftone bafon an hundred paces 
long, fixtyin breadth, and forty in depth; inthe 
upper part of this ftreet, he viewed the houfe of 
the pharifee, where Mary Magdalen anointed the 
feet of Jefus ; and near the fame place, is the ha- 
_ bitation of St. Ann, where the virgin Mary was 
born. In memory of thefe tranfactions, the Chrif- 
_tians built a church and a chapel, which are in 
the hands of the Mahometans. >” 
~ Beyond the brook Cedron, that runs thro’ the 
city, flands the church where the bleffed Virgin 
was buried. Defcending forty-feven fteps, -he faw 
on the right, two altars, where St. Joachim and 
St. Ann were interred; and, onthe left, the place 
‘ where the body of St. Jofeph was committed to 
the earth. On the floor of the church, near the 
well, ftands the altar where the Coptic priefts of- 
ficiate ; on the right, the Jacobites perform divine 
fervice ; on the left, the Gregorians fay mafs: the 
high altar without, belongs to the. Armenians ;- 
and: near it are two, for the ufe of the Syrians and 
Grecians.. Within a very {mall chapel, ftands an 
altar on the fpot where the virgin Mary. was in- 
_tombed, and this 4s in poffeffion of the catholic 
fathers. On the right hand fide of the church is 
peer [yon Atay aN the 
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the cave wheré our .Saviour fweated»blood, en=- 
larged and enlightened by the Chriftians,; who - . 
made a new door and fhut up the hole thro’ which. 
Jefus- entered from the garden of Gethfemani-;, 
where they ftill thew eight olive trees fprung from 
thofe that grew in the {pot at the’ time of Chrift’s: 
prayer.’ This garden, tho’) little better than a 
barren rock, bears excellent figs, and was given. _ 
to the catholic fathers by an Englifhman, who. 
purchafed it from the Turks for that purpofe. |’ 
Returning to the city, Gemelli went along the 
Dolorous ftreet, thro’ which our Saviour paffed 
with the crofs upon his back ; and entering Pilate’s 
houfe, furveyed below the vaulted room; where 
Chrift was fcourged the fecond time; and above). 
the pretorium, where he received fentence of death, 
now converted to a ftable; then mounted to the 
top of the houfe, from whence he enjoyed ‘a full 
view of Solomon’s temple, which has undergone fo 
many viciffitudes. It was firft plundered by-Sefac 
king. of Egypt, and reftored by Jofias: then it 
was deftroyed by Zedechiah, rebuilt, pillaged. 
again by Antiochus, the fon of Seleucus; reftored 
once more, tho’ not to its firft {plendour = laftly,. 
demolifhed by Titus Vefpafian. -The emperor 
Adrian afterwards. erected a temple to Jupiter on. 
its ruins; and fince that period, it has undergone: 
a number of transformations, fo that ‘it: muft ‘be 
quite different from the original ftruéture. » What 
the doctor could obferve, was.a large quadrangle, 
about a mile in circuit, furnifhed with twelve gates, 
environed with a number of {mall chapels, -habi- 
‘tations for the priefts, and. the cadi’s'palace,) which 
was once the refidence of the patriarch, “There. 
are feveral trees in the middle of the fquare,’ which. 
leads into.an inner‘area of around formy andlefs

Adjoining to it, om the eaft fide, 
is an open gallery {upported, by {mall pillars, where 
is kept a {tone brought from.

. Oppofite, to Pilate’s houfe, is that in which He- 
rod lived ; and tho’ it has been often rebuilt, there 
is {till to be feen a little hall, in which Jefus. was - 
examined: by Herod; and in the fquare ftands an 
old arch that fupported.the balcony, .where Pilate 
_expofed Chrift to the view of the people, faying, 
** Behold. the man.” At fome diftance from this 
arch,, is the place where he fell under the weight of 
the crofs; and his mother fainted, now marked by 
a ftructure called the church of the Swooning: In - 
the. fame ftreet of Sorrow, is the little houfe.of 
Lazarus, and.as they call it, the palace of Dives, 
raifed on arches, under which there isa thorough- 
fare... This laft is poffefled by the governor : the 
bafhaw lives in Pilate’s houfe,. and that of. Herod is 
occupied by a Turk, called Muftapha. Here too 
they fhew the houfe of St. Veronica, who accord- 
ing to,antient tradition, brought.a cloth to wipe 
our Saviour’s face, the impreffion of which. re- 
anained upon, the linen; and, not. far. from it. ap- 
pears the gate of Juftice, now fhut up, thro’ which 
Jefus went, out with, the crofs upon his back; to- 
gether with, the marble. pillar, to. which the fen- 
tence of death was affixed, according to the cuftom 
of the country.

Gemelli’s next. excurfion: was by the Bethlem 
gate, in order to afcend Mount Sion: he faw the 
Valley of Evil Counfel, where Caiaphas and his 
abettors refolved that our Saviour fhould die ; and’ 
the fame name extends to a little village of the. 
Arabs on the top of the mountain that overlooks 
the valley; at the farther end of which are feveral 
Jewith tombs; and at the foot of theymountain he 
faw the Holy Field, bought with the thirty pieces 
of filver, in which the pilgrims who die in Jerufa- 
lem are buried: it is thirty feet fquare, cut out of 
the rock. At the upper end are fome vent-holes, 
through which the Armenians lower-down their 
dead bodies 3 below is the cave where eight of the 
apoftles hid themfelves when Chrift was crucified ; 
and underneath the cave is a deep well, in which 
Nehemiah the high prieft concealed the holy fire 
when ‘the Jews were carried. captives to Babylon. 
Here likewife is to be feen the place where the pro-" 
phet Haiah was fawn afunder, and a white mul+ 
berry-tree, in room of the cedar, that opened and 
hid him in its trunk; and hard by is the pool of 
Siloah, anartificial bafin forty {pans long, fixteenin — 
breadth, and twenty in depth, containing fome in-.

On Thurfday 3d, the doétor, attended by. three

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ing. Within the city is the cave to which fhe re- 
tired while fhe was flying to Egypt ; and not far from

Cave of the Shepherds. \ At) the diftance of two. 
miles from Bethlem;, om the top of an hill, is So- 
lomon’s country-houfe, furnifhed with a plentiful 
fountain of water; and fomewhat lower is feen the 
- -enclofure of :his garden, which is now a barren 
field. About two miles from the houfe are three 
large ponds; fituated one above another, and: fo 
 difpofed’ that the fuperfluity of the fuperior runs 
into the inferior: the firft-is two hundred paces in | 
length, and ninety in breadth; the fecond and the 
third fomething larger, and all three eighteen paces 
in depth : at prefent they receive rain-water only,

_ On Saturday the 5th Gemelli paid fifteen piafters 
to have the Holy Sepulchre opened, an article of eX> 
pence impofed by the Turks upon every Chriftian 
_ pilgrim that enters Jerufalem; and here he was re-. 
ceived by the guardian and twelve friars, who live 
in the place. - With thefe and the priefts of the 
_ upper monaftery he walked in proceffion, accord- 
ing to cuftom: here he was obliged to pafs the, _ 
night, becaufe it was locked by the Turks, and 
the keys carried away; and next day he received 
the facrament in the Holy Sepulchre. | 
_.In the court, before the gate of the church, are 
fix chapels, known by the names of St. Mary of 
Golgotha, St. George, St. John Baptift, St. Mary 
Magdalen, St. Michael, and St. Angel, kept by 
_ Greeks, Armenians, and Coptics, who dwell in thefe 
_ places of -worfhip. ,The church of the fepulchre 
is very antient and dark, having no light but that 
which comes from the top of the cupola, clofed by 
a hét-work of iron, which alfo admits the rain and 
the weather: it is altogether round, decorated with. 
fourteen marble. pillars, and fix antient pilafters 
that fapport the arches, over. whichare feveral dark 
ire Riess Pa 
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apartments for the ufe of the Greeks and Francif= 
cans. "The Greeks indeed have a beautiful church 
on the right-hand of the gate, adorned with good 
painting, and a neat cupola, with an excellent choir 
and altar, near which is a magnificent chair for 
their patriarch. The church of the Francifcans, — 
adjoining to the fepulchre, tho’ {mall, is decently 
adorned; and here are depofited two pieces of 
marble, near which ‘our Saviour appeared to his — 
mother after his refurrection; together with the 
pillar (feen thro’ an iron grate) at which he was. 
fcourged. In the great church, a defcent of fout 
fleps leads to the place where he appeared in the 
habit of a gardener to Mary Magdalen; and at 
fome diftance is another defcent by three fteps to 
_ the prifon where he was. kept while the crofs was 
preparing, which is now a dark vaulted chapel, 
fupported by fmall pillars that divide it into three 
ifles. On the left are two holes where he ‘is faid 
to have fallen ;-and behind the Greek church is the 
chapel of Longinus, meanly adorned. Hard by is _ 
another, where the foldiers divided the garment of 
Jefus, now kept-by Armenians. On the fame fide 
is a. defcent of thirty {teps to the chapel of St. He- | 
len; on the left is that af the Good Thief, in the — 
hands of the Armenians alfo; and on the other’ 
fide is one kept by the Greeks, in which, near the 
ftairs of Mount Calvary, -is the Pillar. of Reproach, 
made of variegated. marble, three fpans high, and . 
fix in circumference. Eleven fteps cut in the rock © 
lead to the place where St. Helen’s crofs was found, 
a dark lofty chapel belonging to the catholics. 
Behind the Greek church is an afcent of eighteen 
fteps to Mount Calvary, with for, arches: in the 
firft of thefe appears an hole in which the crofs was” 
fixed, and a piece of marble covering the fpot 
where Mary ftood while they ereéted the crofs: 
this belongs to the Greek fathers. On the left is 
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‘the place where Chrift was nailed to the crofs, dif- - 
tinguifhed by ‘two altars.. Under the fourth arch 
are five ftones, which denote the place where he 
_ was {tripped ; and this, as well as our Lady’s Cha-

Within iron banifters; and below it, the fpot where 
the friends of Jefus ftood to fee him buried. “Alt 
_thefe places are lighted with lamps, and in this or-. 
der do the pilgrims vifit them in proceffion with the - 
fathers. eg ag : | 
In the midft of the church ftands the chapel of 
the Holy Sepulchre, about four and twenty {pans in’ - 
circuit, with a little cupola, fupported by twelve 
fmall columns: by the light of feventeen {mall lamps > 
that burn continually is defcried the ftone which 
the angel removed from the mouth of the fepulchre, 
tho’ it is now half buried in the earth. A narrow 
hole gives paffage into the fepulchre itfelf, eight 
fpans fquare, containing the tomb, of the fame 
fength, which being covered with a marble ftone, 
ferves the purpofe of an altar. -Notwithftanding » 
three-holes on the top for giving vent to the fmoke, — 
the place is exceflively hot, in confequence of forty-  - 
-feven lamps that. burn without intermiffion. . This

back part of it is, the chapel of the Coptis, and.

Our. traveller, 
having feen thefe par ticulars, went up the ftairs to, 
the chapel, where he faw mafs performed in the, 
- Armenian manner: the prieft wore a cope with a 
collar, like the habit of the Theatins, and a long. 
cap on his head; he advanced with a fmall chalice. 
’ covered with a veil, while ‘the audience gingled a. 
number of filver horfe- bells, becaufe all other forts 
dre prohibited, tho’, inftead of bells, they, ufe a. 
long piece of board, upon which they beat. with 2 a. 
wooden mallet. 

The father guardian favoured Gemelli with. a 
fight of the plate which has been given to, the Ho-. 
ly Sepulchre by divers kings and princes, tho’, it is 
never fhewn to common pilgrims, but kept, buried 
in the earth to efcape the notice of the rapacious 
Turks ; and indeed the facriftan was unwilling’ t to.

N Saturday, October the roth, Gemelli deliver- 
ed his letter of recommendation at Bichier to

but the wind blowing hard, and proving contrary, 
this Turkith pilot returned to Alexandria, and next 
day failed again with a fair wind. .

| The 
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The city, feated on the eaft fide of the ifland, 
partly on the plain, and partly on the hill, is about 
three miles in compafs ; the {treets are wide, ftraight, _ 
and well-paved, and in the middle of the largeft is 
__.a row of white marble ftones from one end to the 
other: here are to be feen the lodgings of the 
knights, and the palace of the great mafter; for 
_ the magnificence of the buildings hath not been di- 
minifhed by the Turks, and even the arms of the 
knights remain on the artillery, .The edifices are 
of hard ftone, and their markets well fupplied 
with all neceffaries, which are fold at eafy rates. 
_ The place is ftrong, inhabited by Turks and Jews 5_ 
for the Greek Chriftians, tho’ more numerous, live 
in the fuburbs and adjacent country, which, being 
well cultivated, yields a delightful profpect of gar- 
dens and vineyards. When the Mahometans go to. 
prayers on Friday at noon, the Chriftians and Jews © 
are obliged to quit the city, and if they do not re- 
tire with great expedition, are very feverely handled 
by the muffulmen.

Brother James perfifted in his zeal and 
abufe of Mahomet, being defirous’ of nothing fo 
“much as the honour of dying for the chriftiah

Our traveller was inclined to take a paflage from 
Scio; diretly to Conftantinople, but was diverted 
from his purpofe by the mafter of a French. tartan, 
who:obferved, that, if he thould truft himfelf on — 
board of a Turkith or Greek veflel without a pafs, 
he would run the rifk of being made a flave in fome 
one of the iflands of the Archipelago, where there 
was no European conful by whom he could be 
protected; whereas at Smyrna he might obtain a 
pafs, and from thence continue his voyage with 
more fafety.. Convinced by thefe remonftrances, he 
embarked again in the tartan on Tuefday the 24th, 
and the wind being favourable, foon left the land 
of Cuchimel on the right, failing between the con- 
tinent and the ifland Spalmatore, which is inhabit- 
ed by Greeks and Turks. . Next day they pafled 
by Cape Caraboraus, leaving Mytilene on, the left; 
at night entered the gulph of Smyrna,..and om 
Thurfday came toan anchor within the fort, which ~ 
is well garrifoned, and provided with one and — 
‘twenty pieces of cannon, level with the water. — 
Next evening they went farther up into the har- — 
bour, and. going afhore, were courteoufly , enter- 
tained at the houfe of the French conful:. then 
Gemelli hired a private lodging for.himfelf and.his: _ 
fervant, for three quarters of a pialtre. a day; but

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Smyrna, fituated in thirty-eight degrees'of lati- 
tude, on the coaft of the Archipelago, is a veryan- 
‘tient city, famous for its pretenfions as the birth- 
place of Homer, and may be about four miles in. 
- compafs, ‘partly on the plain, and partly ona rifing 
ground. All the buildings are extremely! mean, 
except the khan’s, which really exhibits'a magnifi- 
cent appearance : ‘yet the ftreets are large, and the 
whole city one continued bazar or’market, abound- 
ing with all the neceffaries, and even pleafures of 
, life; for all the beft commodities of Europe and 
* Afia are brought hither for fale. Provifions are 
not fo-cheap-as -in other parts of the Turkifh do- 
minions, becaufe of the vaft concourfe ‘of ftrangers, 
amounting to fifty thoufand Turks, Jews, Kateesion, 
Armenians, and European merchants. 
«dn the port, which is large, are always rte 8 
hundreds of veffels, belonging to different nations: 
but*the four allies of the placelie in the inner 
harbour, defended by a paultry fort, witha very 
weak garrifon. In the upper part of the city ftands 
an ancient caftle, faid to have been built by the em- 
prefs Helen, in the form of an-amphitheatre, about 
_a@mile in compafs, with fix plain towers that com- 
-mand>the city, thofe on the oppofite fide being 
quite ruined. ‘Within the gate is a flatue of the 
emprefs, and a marble tomb infcribed with Turk- 
Mb letters ; and hard by an antient church convert- 
ed into a mofque, tho’ now ruinous, The ground 
is: ftrewed with fhafts of marble pillars, and there

Here the confuls of France, England, and’ Hol- 
» land live in great {plendor, maintained by the great

‘another of French capuchins, maintained by his 


moft chriftian majefty, and a third of poor Vene- 


tian recolets, who live in a miferable manner ; be- 
‘fides feveral Greek convents and Jewith fynagogues.. 
~ In ithe neighbourhood there is abundance of ‘game, 

confifting of wild boars, deer; antelopes, partridges, 
godwits, ducks, and» many other forts of fowl;

Indeed the Franks enjoy 
great liberty at Smyrna, cloathing themfelves ac-

and the land with delicious fruit, efpecially pome- 


granates, which are infinitely preferable to ‘thofe - 


of Italy; and the country likewife produces  feam- 
mony, opium, and galls. : 
Yet all thefe advantages are counterballanced by 


the malignity of the air, which in the fummer - 


months is productive of peftilential fevers; as well 
as by the terrors of earthquakes, which feldom _ 
_ ‘fail to vifit the inhabitants every year, burying them 


under the ruins of their own houfes. 


Gemelli, having feen every thing that was re- 
~markable in the city, and fuffered his baggage to

for Adrianople, carried the luggage to the coach, 
and embarking, travelled cight: and twenty miles, 
thro? a plain country well. cultivated... At night 
they took-lodging in a khan or caravanfera, which: 
was,no, other than a long ftable, with places raifed. ° 
for, the conveniency of travellers, who have their 


lodgings gratis, tho’ they muft provide their own | 


beds, victuals, and firing: thefe are ftructures built. 
by pious. Turks, who ftrive to earn paradife by. 
fuch works of charity: and in this place our travel: 
ler was affifted in laying his matts, and keeping up 
his fire, by a good-natured janizary, who had fol- 
lowed them a foot, and difturbed them all night 
with {moaking and prating, in company with fome

Next day they paffed the village of Juligia 


-Muffurma, croffed fome mountains covered with 


wood; and, after a journey of five and twenty. 


miles, arrived at the city of Malgara, fituated at 


the foot of 2 mountain, and containing about one 
hundred thoufand inhabitants, Turks, Greeks, and 
Armenians, under the government of a bafhaw, to 


whom three hundred other villages are fubject. 


_ Here are feven mofques, and a rich bazar enclofed, 


_and. adorned with fix cupulas;. but.as there are no. 


other inns in \Turky, the doétor. was obliged to- 
lodge again, in, a caravanfera, after\a very fatiguing» 
journey ;\.for) the Bulgarian; kept his horfes to a 
reund.trot, and, the paffengers were forced ‘to fit, 
crofs-legeed in, the. bottom of the coach, after the.

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The next'night they paffed at the village of Ca+. 
funchiupri, in the neighbourhood of which is a -— 
bridge, two miles in length, fupported on one:

day the 22d, having travelled thirty miles, inthe» 
{pace of which they met with feveral companies of 
janizaries; they in the evening arrived at Adria-~ . 
nople, fituated in forty-three degrees of latitude. 

This city ftands in fuch a pleafant country, that 
Amurath the Turkith emperor removed: his court © 
hither from Burfa; and his example was followed: 
by fome of his fucceffors, fo that the number of > 
its inhabitants increafed.. Tho’ it extends to be- 
tween feven and eight miles in compafs, it con+ < 
tains nothing beautiful: the houfes are chiefly’ 
built of wood and clay, and the ftreets fo dirty” 
that a man muft wear boots in winter; fo that it~ 

looks more like a great village than a ‘city. — The 
walls are ruinous, tho’ the town is encompatled by 
feveral ftreams, over which there are ftone bridges: 
it is inhabited by Turks, Greeks, Jews, Armeni-~ | 
ans, Wallachians, and people of other nations; > 
but the number varies occafionally, becaufe, in thes 
winter, a great many foldiers return hither from 
the campaign; however, it may be computed at» - 
an hundred thoufand. The city, which is partly s/ 
built in the plain, and partly on little fwelling hills,- 
exhibits a good fhew of fhops : yet living is dear, Petes 4 
caufe moft things are brought hither from a: great 
diftance. The air is wholfome, and the country: 
delightful in fommer, the ground being covered’ 
with a beautiful verdure, watered and refreihed by 
a number of pleafant rivulets, and im the winters. 
here is plenty of game. Lodgings, however, are. = 
fo fearce, that Gemelli muft havelainin the ftreets: 
had not a Frenchman accommodated him with a 
room belonging to a friend who happened. to beat —— 
sittin Con- = 
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onftantinople ; for the foldiers had occupied alf 
the empty apartments. - Chae 
On Wednefday 23, the doctor went to pay his 
‘refpeéts to the French ambaflador, who lived be- _ 
yond the bridge -and village of Jenemaret, near 
the feraglio; and he was courteoufly received by 
his excellency, who promifed him his protetion, 
which was-neceflary in a country fo replete with 
cruelty, knavery, and rapine. After dinner, he 
wifited the exchange of Ali Baffa, half a mile ig 
‘length, a vaft arch with fix gates, containing three 
hundred and fixty-five fhops on both fides, fur- 
‘nifhed with all forts of rich merchandize, kept by 
‘Turks, Jews, Armenians, and Greeks, each of 
whom pays five piaftres a month to the heirs of 
the founder, befides half a piaftre to the mofque 


of Vecerfeli, granted by the grand fignior, to - 


“whom it belonged. : 

On Thurfday the 24th, our.traveller, under the 
‘guidance of a Jew whom he hired for the pur- 
pote, vifited the mofque of Sultan Selim, which 
flands on a rifing ground in the middle of the 
city. The outward area is furnifhed with four 
‘gates, and the inner with three: this magnificent 
firu&ture is adorned with thirteen cupolas, and 
fupported by fixteen fine marble pillars, four of 
which are of a green colour; in the midft of this 
cloifter is a marble fountain, in which*the mufful- 
men wath themfelves, according to the Turkifh 
fafhion, when they go to prayers. The mofgue 
has five gates, two of which, leading to the feats 
of the grand fignior, are fhut: the cupola in the 
middle is fupported by eight large columns, 
which with the twelve arches that fupport the 
reft, aré infcribed. with Arabic chara¢ters. All 
around are galleries refting on marble. pillars: 
the ~pavement-is covered with carpets, and from 
the arches -hang great iron branches, with a vatt

ae which afford a noble profpeét. In one of 
“thefe are three ftair-cafes leading to the three dif- 
ferent ftories, fo contrived, that three feveral per- 
” fons may afcend them at one time, without meeting 
“or feeing one another; altho’ each ftair-cafe winds 
around the tower. From hence our traveller re- 
paired to the old mofque, which is likewife worth 
teeing, and ftands hard by the befiften, a covéred 
place fuftained by two. rows of pillars in the 
middle, and containing about two hundred fhops’ 
furnithed with cloth of gold and filver, fcymitars, | 
piftols, faddles, bridles, flicrups, and rich furni- 
ture for horfemen ; and adjoining to this exchange, 
are the fhops of the filverfmiths and goldimiths, | in 
a long covered ftreet. At noon, while the doétor 
viewed thefe curiofities, he was furprized with a 
difagreeable fort of mufic, to which a multitude 
of T urks made a refponte, in.a very barbarous: 
tone; and, upon inquiry, he found they were € pray> 
ing tor the grand fignior, 

“After dinner, his Jew conducted. him’ to the pa- 
‘Jace of the orand Vizir, which exhibited nothing 
sadbiitaeen: or remarkable, They firft entered a 
great court, in whichare the fables : from this they 
palfed into another, adorned witha fountain i in the 
middle, and faw feveral perfons on horfeback at-

_ftood expecting audience, ona fopha or place raifed, 
in the forepart of this area.) | 
¥ _ On their return, they met a bride going. home 
_ with her new married hufband. Fifty Turks rode _ 
, on horfeback, two and two, and the bridegroom 
~ on the left, which is the upper hand in this coun- 
_ try; then followed the bride ina clofe coach, fol- 
lowed by two other carriages for ftate: as they 
_ proceeded, they faw the French ambaflador mount- 
_ed on a dun horfe, and attended by eight footmen 
,, clad in red, two gentlemen in blue, and four jani- 
- Zaries a foot. The laft thing he faw that day, 
worth notice, was one of the Turkifh {chools, be- 
_ fore which, ftood a number’ of women holding 
- their children by the hand: withinfide he beheld 
abundance of garments hanging all round the 
_ ichool, and fix perfons playing. upon inftruments. 
_ About this feafon of the year, five hundred fuits of 
__cloaths are annually given away to the poor {cho- 
~ jars, at the expence of the public; and the doc- 
tor actually faw feveral children new cloathed from 
head to foot in his prefence. 
On Friday, being Chriftmas day, Gemelli having 
_vtaken the facrament at.the church of the Ragufians, 
Where mafs. was faid by the French ambaflador’s 
~ chaplain, he went to fee the grand. fignor goto 
_- the mofque of fultan Selim; but before he arrived, 
_- the emperor had gonein, fo that he was obliged to 
i. wait for his coming out; and, in the mean time, he 
*farveyed his equipage. The coach was of wood, 
__ gilt with lattices open every way but behind, co- 
_ vered with fine red cloath and lined with yellow 
< filk, bordered with fprigs of gold. On each fide 
"were fixteen filver nobs gilt for ornament, and the 
““earriage being high, was. provided with a little 
 filver ladder of three fteps: It was drawn by fix 
ar indifferent white- horfes, upon the foremoft of 
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which ‘rode the poftilion, while’ the coachman fat 


upon the third on the left. Within were fome — 


quilts folded, for two perfons to fit upon, and a 


greater number it would not hold; in a-word, it — 


was fuch an equipage as any private gentleman 


might be fuppofed to maintain. Inthe court of — 


the mofque were two hundred janizaries, with 
their high caps, worn upon folemn occafions, made 
-of white felt, and ending in two points that fall 


down upon the back, but ftiffened before with a— 
filver plate curioufly wrought and gilt. Befides — 


_thefe, were eighteen chiaus on horfeback, with little 


black feathers in their turbans, fifty courtiers well — 


dreffed, and thirty mounted ballagis, with pyra- ~ 


midal capsof acinamon colour.

The aga of the janizaries wore the fame fort of 
cap edged with cloth of filver, and without fea- 
thers, Over and above all thefe attendants, were

Hamet took pleafure in a playing upon a Turkith 
inftrument, like a guitarre, which he accompanied

On Saturday the 26th, Gemelli crofling both 
. Beasts of the river Tungia, on two ftone 
bridges, . vifited the great mofque called Gregui- 
Jenimaret, which is extremely magnificent, and en- 
~dowed with vaft revenues, expended in charitable 
ufes, fuch as the inftruétion of children, and the

buted ‘every Monday and Thurfday. After noon 
day-prayers, the fuperior, with the dervifes or 
monks, went into a room near the mofque, in the 
gnidft of which was a fquare:fcaffold raifed.above 
the ground, and inclofed with banifters, There 
was another ten fteps higher along the wall, and at

of the city, was given to underftand by this brutal 
muffulman, that if ever he fhould go thither again .

Thus cautioned, Gemelli returned with great 
‘expedition to. Galata, and in his way vifited the 
‘houfe and church of the Greek patriarch, which. 
laft is narrow,- dark, and low, lighted by a. few. 
‘filver. lamps; on the left is the patriarch’s feat,. 
-raifed. upon four fteps, and on the right a fragment, 
of our Saviour’s pillar. 

Next day the doctor hired a boat to divert him- 
felf. on the ftreight, from whence he enjoyed a 
‘noble profpeét of Conftantinople and the neigh- 
_bouring towns. .-He went afhore*at the arfenal, 
where he faw a number of gallies, galliots, and. 
brigantines on the ftocks, belides thofe that were 
afloat, and twenty men of war of the line, built 
in the Black Sea. ‘The wet docks-are extremely. 
convenient; and clofe by the ftreight, ftands the 
houfe. of the capitan bafhaw, a very elegant and 
comiodious ftruéture. The fhore of this ftreight 
is adorned with a number of pleafure-houfes, and 
in particular with the famous palace and garden 
of Serrai Badifcia, furrounded with fine rows of . 
cyprefs-trees, and other. gaudy ornaments which 
attract and delight the eye of every beholder.. 

In afew. days after this expedition, our author 
‘had the fatisfa€tion of hearing that the caimacan . 
was removed: from his government, on account of 
his. brutality to neseanisi eres, and Chriftians, 
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whom he had. oppreffed without diftin&tion for 
about three months: that fame day Gemelli met’ 
with the fon of Don Jofeph Marchefe of Meftina, 
who exercifed the trade of a vintner at the village: 
of Carachioy, where his father had’ earned his. 
bread in the fame manner, before he was releafed 
from his captivity. at 
‘ In confequence of the caimacan’s depofition, the 
doctor ventured to crofs over once more to Con- 
{tantinople to. vifit Marcian’s pillar, which’ ftands 


in the court-yard of a houfe belonging -to a pri- 


vate Turk, near the quarter of the janizaries. It 
is one piece of variegated marble, about fifteen: 
{pans high, with its capital of the Corinthian or-- 
der, on which was a {quare ftone reprefenting four 
eagles at the four corners; but he did not fee the’ 
Latin infcription on the pedeftal, which was funk’ 
into the ground. . : “.

The author’s voyage to Smyrna, from wheuce he departs, 


for Burfa, 


rNEMELLI intending to go by land to Perfia 
~& with the caravan, embarked on-board of a 
Turkifh chiamber, bound for Smyrna, which, af- 
tera run of thirty miles, came to an anchor in an 
open road on the fide of Natolia. The wind thift- 
ing next day, they were obliged to tack off the 
ifland of Marmora, and four others,» that. fupply 
almoft all Conftantinople with wine, at a very, mo- 
derate price, three pints being fold for about the 
value of three farthings. T hey were detained 
three days by contrary winds, before they arrived 
it Gallipoli, where Gemelli was agaiy. entertained

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at the houfe of the Jewil vice-cowneil, and that’ 
fame eveniig Uflin-Vizer-Bafla entered the city with 
a retinue of two hundred perfons a horfeback, in’ 
his-way to Conftantiriople, to fupply the place of’ 
the depofed caimacan, who was fent to the govern 

“ment of Derberker, metropolis of Mefopotamia. ' 
. On Friday, February the sth, the doctor pro- 
ceeded on his voyage, and going afhore at the’ 
¢aftle of Natolia, was very rudely treated ‘by the’ 

French vice-conful, who reprefented him ‘as an im- 

* eae to the aga; but, notwithftanding his ma-- 
‘lice, that officer fuffered. our traveller to go on 
board unmolefted; and on Tuefday the veffel was 

obliged to put in at Tenedos, where he found 
two Frenchmen, with a Venetian and his wife dref- 
fed, in man’s apparel; and met with good. cheer, 
and excellent Mufcadine wine very cheap, at the 
houfe of a Greek prieft who kept entertainment for 
travellers. Aw 
From hence the veffel fet fail on Monday, in’ 

‘Company with feveral other Turkith chiambers, 
entered the ftraits of Baba, and next day arrived at 
Focia, where the doétor hired two horfes for a 
piaftre, to carry him to Smyrna, which was at the 
diftance of forty miles; however, the wind being 

fir next morning, he refolved to go by fea,.and | 
going out of the harbour of this {mall town, where 
there is fafe riding for fhips, he faw a little caftle, 

‘with nine pieces of cannon level with the furface 
of the water. In the afternoon they arrived at 
Smyrna, after a tedious paflage of one and twenty 

_ days, owing to the ignorance and floth of the Turk- 
ith failors, who at the fame time treat their Chrif-. 
tian paffengers with great infolence and contempt. . 

_ Gemelli hired a room at the khan of the Arme-, 
hians, where the Perfian caravan puts. up, and, 
during Shrovetide, was fumptuoufly entertained by 
the French, Dutch, and Englith confuls, who main®

Olym- 
pus. ‘This was the court of the antient kings of 
Bythynia before it was fubdued by Orchanes, the 
Ottoman emperor, in the year 1300, who eftablith- 
ed it the metropolis of his empire before Conftan- 
tinople was taken. At the back of it ftands Mount 
Olympus, extremely high, the top of which is al- 
‘ways covered with fnow, tho’ there are excellent 
pomegranates about midway; and at the bottom, 
anumber of delightful gardens; and from this 
mountain flows the river Rhindacus, the greateft 

of all thofe that fall into the Propontis. 

_Burfa, the native country of Afclepiades and Dion 
Prufius, furnamed Chryfoftomus, may, for its baths, 
be called the Puzzuolo of Bithynia: it appears ir- 
regular, as being built upon part of two mountains. 
On a high rock ftands the palace of the grand 
fignior, enclofed by a double wall, with towers 
at proper diftances, but now falling to ruin, thro’ 

_ the negligence and lazinefs of the ‘lurks: and this 
fite commands an agreeable profpeét of the country, 
around, planted with vines, and adorned with gar- 

_ dens and villages, watered with pleafant ftreams 

and rivulets. . 
Gemelli having hired a Jew to be his conductor, 
made a progrefs thro’ the city, which is larger, 
more populous, and.better built than Smyrna. He 
_-wifited the biciftan or exchange, therich bazars, and

‘They 
begin their faft of Ramadan with the new moon 
in April, during which, they alledge, the Alcoran 
defcended from Heaven ; while this continues, they 
-abftain from food and drink in the day time, but 
_ {pend the night in eating voracioufly. The faft is 
' fucceeded by the feaft of Bairam, which they cele- 
- brate with public rejoicings. ‘They are very of- 
tentatious in building mofques and hofpitals, give 
part of their income in charities, and by bathing 
frequently, imagine they purify their fouls from 
fin, Their fons are circumcifed at the age of fe- 
ven or eight, and this practice they maintain in 
imitation of Abraham, whofe.law is recommended 
to them by Mahomet. They are allowed to have

of this vaft monarchy, are Hungary, Poland, Muf- 


covy, Perfia, India, Abyflinia, and Lybia; in Eu- _ 


rope, itis bounded by the Mediterranean, Adria- 
tic, and Ionian feas: in Afia by the Enxine and 
#Egean, towards the ocean by.the gulphs of ‘Ara-

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efies. Ina word, excepting Italy, France, Germa- 
ny, Spain, and part of Hungary and Greece, this 
empire comprehends all that the Romans fubdued, 
‘and fome other provinces that never knew nor 
fubmitted totheirfway. 

This powerful nation is faid to have derived its 
origin from the vaft forefts near the Palus 
.Meotis; and the foundation of the monarchy was 
Jaid by Ofman, firnamed Ottoman," a bold and en- 
terprizing Tartar, who being difgufted at fome in- 
juries he had fuftained from his mafter the great 
cham, retired with fixty followers to Cappadocia, 
- where he lived by rapine, and was joined by per- 
- fons of diffolute lives and defperaté fortunes, to — 
-fuch a number as enabled him to make himfelf maf- 
ter of Cappadocia, Pontus, Bithynia, Pamphilia, 
and Cilicia, about the year 1300. After a reign 
of eighteen years, he was fucceeded by his fon 
Orchanes, who taking advantage of the inteftine 
broils in which the emperors of Conftantinople 
were involved, fubdued Myfia, Lycaonia, Phrygia, 
Caria, and Nicea, and reigned thirty-fix years, 
His fon Amurath took Gallipoli in Thrace, 
‘Adrianople, Servia, and Bulgaria, but was at’ laft 
_ wanquithed and flain by Lazarus, defpot of Servia, 
leaving twofons, Solyman and Bajazet, the laft of 
whom, having murthered his brother, reduced all 
‘Thrace, Theffaly, Macedon, Phocis, Attica, and 
‘Bofnia. He befieged Conftantinople at two diffe- 
rent times, but, was fruftrated in his defign by 
_ Tamerlane great cham of Tartary, who, on the 
confines of Galatia and Bithynia; gave ‘him battle 
in the year.1397, where he was totally overthrown, 
loaded with chains, and cooped up in an iron cage, 
againft the bars of which he knocked out his own , 
‘brains, after having feen his wife vidlated by the 
conqueror, He left three fons, namely, Caiapin, 
~Makomet, and Moftapha; the firft wag ‘put to

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death by his brother Mahomet, who afcending the — 
throne, conquered Valachia and Macedonia; and 
fixing his court at Adrianople, died in 1422, after 
having reigned feventeen years. He was fucceeded 
by Amurath Il. who defeated his uncle Muftapha, 
and tranfporting his army over to Europe at-Galli- 
poli, by the affiftance of ‘the Genoefe, took the 
field againft Ladiflaus king of Hungary and Poland, 
who was.vanquifhed-and flain.

It.is an archiepifcopal fee, and metropo- 
lis. of Cappadocia, whither the Greeks tranflated 
the feat of empire, when that of Conftantinople was

and deftroyed by Mahomet II. It has undergone 
fo many calamities at different periods, both from 
the Turks, and Ruffians, that yery little if any 
thing of its antient {plendour remains: it looks 
more like an inhabited wood than an imperial . 
city, for the houfes are intermixed with large gar- 
dens, fields, and plantations. It is defended by 
‘two inconfiderable citadels, one- of which is com-

fallen a prey to robbers or janizaries, had not they 
. contrived the expedient of laying two loads on one

This day’s 
journey lay thro’ a plain well cultivated country, 
and Gemelli fhot a great number of pigeons and 
mallards on the wing, to the aftonifhment of the

«) This city, where the kings of Perfia formerly 
kept their court, now lies almoft altogether in 
ruins. Itis fituated in a valley, about three leagues 
in breadth: tho’ the circuit is very great, as includ- 
ing abundance of fields, gardens, and ruined houfes. 
Thofe that remain are wretchedly contrived’; the 
Bazar is one long ftreet, the caravanfera very in- 
different, and the air rendered unwholfome by the _ 
neighbouring marfhes, anditis governed bya chan) 
to whom the adjacent country is alfo fubje&.

' more pleafant than to refide here at this feafon of: 
_ the year, amidft the cool and fragrant folitudes of" 
‘Habar, which, tho’ ruined, is of a great compats.’ 
They mounted again at night, “and near the village 
_ of Parfein, encompaffed with good gardens, : met a’ 
great.man, accompanied by a ciapar or meflenger, » 
_ attended by fifty men on horfeback: there likewife 
_ they fawa caravan of a thoufand horfes going’ from

The doctor, who’ could not 
put up with this flender fare, provided ftore of 
eggs, lamb, wine and brandy, in the villages thro’

terranean cifterns plaiftered with lime. | 
Thus fupplied, Gemelli frequently treated the 
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jus-bafei, who aéted very much like a courtier; ~

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Gemelli, and. his. friend had promifed to;dine | 
with the jus-bafci, in a village belonging to him, 
at a {mall diftance from Sava; but fearing he would _ 
detain. them. until he fhould colleét_ money from 
the inhabitants, they proceeded om their journey, _ 
while he. was at bath, .and left an apology with 
his fervants. : 

This village was conferred upon Ce by the king, 
ever and above a falary of fifty tomans, amounting 
to nine hundred: and fifty crowns. Thus the , 
Georgians are removed from. their country, in 


which they might be apt to excite difturbances; . 
‘but not. before they have undergone the operation — 


ef cireumcifion, which.numbers endure thro’ mo-_ 
tives of intereft or compulfion, This was the cafe 
of our jus-bafci and. his fervants, who were mufful- 
amen from the teeth outwards, only, and therefore . 
neglected the Turkith wafhings and prayers, and. 
“treated the prophet with great contempt: nay, the . 
jus-bafci himfelf fwore to our travellers, - -that if the 
fophi would not reimburfe him in two, hundred 
thoufand crowns, which he had loft by his impri- 
fonment, he would go to Rome and embrace the 
catholic religion, and from thence repair into Hun-_, 
gary, where. he would ferve the emperor again{t 
the Turks. On the fecond day after their depar- 
ture from Sava, they faw the mountain of Giavar- . 
Abad, from. which the Perfians fuppofe no mana 
ever retarned ; and next morning having crof- 
fed a fmall river on a bridge of ten arches, entered

Scia-Abas the. great, when the war was hotteft be- 
tween the Perfians and the Turks. ‘The houfes 
are handfome within, tho’ of mud without, the 
ftreets neater and ftraighter than thofe of Ifpahan, 
‘with long rows of high Cinar trees on the fides, 
sand aitrench of water in the middle, full of good 
€rabs.° The Armenians here, are governed in civil 
matters’ by a ‘kalenfer’ or judge of their own na- 
‘tion, who'rates what they are to pay to the exché- 
_quer ;: butiin criminal cafes, the king caufes juftice 
-to, bexrigoroufly adminiftred by immediate com- 
mand... They are: the richeft fubjeéts of the nati- 
‘on, by reafon of the great trade they have through- 
out the world, ‘efpecially in filk. In fpiritual mat- 
ters, they are governed by an archbithop; whois 
independant of the patriarch, and has four fuffra- 
gan bifhops, befides their owns the Armenians 
fpeak the Perfian:and Turkith languages and in 
their writing, they ufe two forts of charaters;’ one 
for religious worfhip, ‘and oneforvulgar ufe, > The 
Catholicks here are very few, and the children in- 
ftructed:in that profeffion ‘till fewer’; :for as foon 
vas the prieft hears of any, he excommunicates the 
parents, °» The Atmenian women are very beautiful, 
‘without any help from art. | ‘They cover their heads 
‘with asfine white’ cloth: tied under the chin, and 
their :hair is made into! one trefs, which hangs on 
their back in» a»velvet bag; the richer fort wear 
“gold and jewels like: the ireft of ‘the world. ~The 
Pipegt et” ‘archbifhop’s 
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archbithop’s life is very auftere, for fome of them 


eat fith and flefh but four or five times a year, and 


at all other times only roots and herbs, and even 
laymen,- as well as churchmen, have fix months 
and’'three days faiting in a year, during which 


they eat nothing but bread and raw herbs; and’ 


- fometimes before their great feafts, which are 
chriftmas, the ‘afcenfion, the annunciation of the 
bleffed Virgin, and St. George, they will: abftain 
from eating for two or three days, efpecially be- 
fore the feaft of ‘the laft, whom they worthip with 


great devotion. The Armenians. marry their 


daughters very young, and almoft in their infancy, 
for fear the king fhould take them into thearam; 


the mothers generally make the contract, and then _ 


acquaint the fathers with it. . When it is Concluded, 
the bridegroom’s mother. goes with two aged wo- 
menand a prieft, to the bride’s mother’s, and gives 


the ring from her fon ; foon after he comes and is 


bleffed by the  prieft, together with the girf. 
‘When the nuptials are to be celebrated, thé huf- 
band’s father fends a meal, three days ‘before, ‘to 
the mother in law’s houfe; the next day the 
bridegroom fends the bride a garment, and after- 
wards goes to receive one himfelf from the mo- 
ther in law, who likewife delivers up the brides 
- When an Armenian dies, the mordifciri, or 
wafher of the dead, after having {tripped the corps; 
wafthes it with holy water, which done, it issagain 


dreffed in a new white linen fhirt, and fowed-up> 


in a fack; then-all the kindred attending, it is 
carried to the church and left before the altar all 
night, with candles “burning round it. Next 
morning; after mafs, it is carried: before the arch- 
bifhop’s‘or bifhop’s -door, ‘to have the lord’s prayer 
repeated over it; from thence it is conducted to

Friday the 6th being declared by. the afzplo- 
gers as a fortunate day for crowning the king, an 
order. was iffued out for all the fhops in the bazans 
to.bevilluminated, and to continue fo.all night; up- 
on. forfeiture of twelve tomans. But this illumina- 
tion was nothing extraordinary, there being only 
a few tallow-candles burning in the fhops.. The 
aufpicious hour being come, which yet was un- 
Incky, by reafon.of the rain, about half an hour. 
after. midnight, there was heard an ungrateful 
_ found of drums and trumpets playing, to Scia 
_Offen, then feated on the throne; and in this mean 
_ Manner, was the coronation of fo great a king 
folemnifed. . It.isindeed improper to call it'a coro- 
nation, becaufe the Mahometan. kings -ufe no 
-crown,..and this ceremony ‘is pail sepetving: the 
homage of the nobility. | 

On Saturday the 7th the new hing. prohibited 
the: ufe of wine, upon pain of death, beginnin 
by his own. houfe, where he. broke all the vellets 
his. father had defiled with it. Tho’ ’tis probable 
this feverity did not laft. long, drunkennefs being a 
vice -ntailed, upon-the throne,',and inherited by. ali 
the princes...-Next day-,the fon of the great mo- | 
gui fent.the. king ayprefent of the -valne of. twenty: 
thoufand tomans,confifting of an elephant, -a fil-. 
ver ciftern, and a great gold batket fet with jew-

‘oth, the’king appeared in public clad in red, hav- 
ing firft generoufly difttibuted »two thoufand e 
garments “among the’ nobility and courtiers, a¢- 
‘cording ‘to’ their feveral qualities. The day fol- 
lowing, two wretches were taken drinking of wine, 
and tho’ they pleaded ignorance of the edict, they 
‘were dreadfully beaten in the meidan, till'the nails — 
of their toes dropt off; yet it was called.a merci- 
fal punifhment, in regard of the fellow’s ignorance

painted and. gilded roof, fupported, by forty, pil-

third afcent,  ftands the royal throne, raifed. but 
two{pans above the floor, and eight foot {quare. 
“The king was feated on a» brocade «cufhion, and 
leaning his back againft another. Onvhis» right 
and ‘left ftood ten eunuchs, holding ‘his: pipe; fey- - 
miter, and feveral other things.» When the Pope’s 
~ and Polith ambaffadors came'in, the mafter of the 
ceremonies made'them bow their foreheads tothe 
ground, and the fame when “they were before'the — 
throne; then the king made them a fign to fitdown ~ 
with their retinue. About’an hour after:the audi- 
encé, fucceeded the entertainment, the table being 
covered after the manner of the: country, and 
every body fitting crofs-legged,:had a piece of filk _ 


laid before them with a {kin oversit.>-Firft came _ 


feveral forts’ of fruit, and. fweetmeats, in gold 
-diffies.' Then three great bafons of :pilau;sred, — 
white, 
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white; and-yellow, covéred with pullets and other 
fleth, which was ‘diftributed in gold. plates, "Fhe 
king had the fame diet ona table. covered with 
cloth of gold. © All perfons ate their meat in hafte, 
after the manner of the levant, and fome drank ja 
great deal of lemonade and rofe-water, with. fu- 
gar-candy. | 

‘On Tuefday the 1 rth, it was renaeued appoad” 
‘that the king was learning to ride in the garden, 
he having been fhut up in the aram from his in- 
fancy, according to the cuftom of the. Perfian 
court,’ who never inftruét the fucceffor to the 
throne, but conceal him from the knowledge of 

the greateft men in the kingdom. - His learning to 
ride is neceffary to fit him for public appearances, 
‘which are always on horfeback and. for: -his ufe, 
and that of the ladies in the aram, the eunuchs, 
‘and other courtiers, are kept.one thoufand five 
~hundred  horfes, fome of the nobleft of which, . 
eat out of gold troughs, and have their feet tied 
‘to mails or pins of the fame metal. 

Not far from Zulfa is the fine garden of Bar- 
fal having a communication with the gardens of 
sAfpalran, by a bridge of fourteen ftone arches over 

jvthe river’ Sanderu, at’ the end. of which is a gal- 
wWery,- whofe roof 'is'‘fupported by twenty wooden 
‘pillars gilt, where the king, when he is taking. his 
ipleafure, receives ambaffadors, From this gallery 
there is'ardefcent into the garden, which is adorn- 
-sediswith feveral little woods of fruit. trees, large 
“owalks; canals, and fountains, and an aram clofe by 
thie river, with fmall rooms, | 
~bsOnithe 21ft, Gemelli went. along - with the Po- 
| ti, ambaflador to his audience of leave: they 
-waitedvan hour for the mafter of the ceremonies, 
cand five horfesufually fent by the king, then fetting 
».forwards-with a train of fixty perfons, nineteen of 
“whom were:on, foot, armed with mufkets, and le 
es Be re 
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reft on horfeback; they alighted at the gate of 
Ala Capi, where ftood four tygers, feveral lions, 
four elephants, two great and two {mall ones, co- 
vered with cloth of gold, all in a row. One of 
the elephants had a great filver feat on his back, 
according to the cuftom of the Perfians, After- 
wards ‘they were conducted into an apartment, 
. Where feveral-other ambafladors were fitting, wait- 
ing still the time of the audience. In the inner 
part; fate the ambaflador of the king of the 
dmans, an Arab; on the oppofite fide was the 
Armenian, ‘the pope’s ambaflador, and the provin- 
cial:of the Dominicans. In‘ another arch on: the 
right, fate, after a barbarous manner, the ambaf- 
fador of the king of the Ufbecks, with his reti- 
nue. After they had continued in this place above 
an hour, hemmed in with fervants and feotmen, 
the audience .at length began; the ambaflador of 
‘the, king of ‘the’ Imans walking firft into a garden 
about fifty paces from the arch where the audience 
was: nigh the arch is-a curious fountain about 
-twenty {paris in length, with a little raifed place in 
‘the middle for the king and great ones to ftand 
cool; atthe end of this fountain adjoining to the 
arch, were two large filver veffels. In an ally near 
the hall, two hundred topfcis: or mufketeers were 
drawn up ina rank, and clofe by thé-wallftood 
twenty horfes, having’ their furniture adorned with 
great diamonds, rubies; emeralds, and other {tones 
of great value. The ftirrups’ were of maflive 
gold,'and the worft faddles covered: with cloth-of 
gold, with nails of the fame metal.’ ‘The audi- 
ence chamber was large, ‘having ’the walls painted 
and gilt, aad adorned with Jooking-glafles; inthe 
midft was'a fountain,’ and at the énd‘a great ‘niche, 
in which was plated the royal ‘throne’; on that fide 
next the’ garden, feveral muficians fat om carpets, 
playing upon various ‘inftruments, whilft 4 He 
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fang after a barbarous manmer.. The company ‘a- 
fcended from the firft part of the room to the fecond, 
where the ambaffador left them, being led by the 
arms up to the king, who fat upon a brocade cuthi- 
on, having two: others at his back. When the 
ambaflador came within fix paces of the king, he 
fet his hands on the ground, bowing his forehead 
almoft to the pavement. Wherhe ftood up again, 
the atmath dulet came before him, and taking a 
letter out of a gold bafon at the-king’s feet, which 
was full of flowers, he delivered it tothe anbaffa: 
dor, who with great reverence laid it on his head. 
The letter was covered with: cloth of gold, as is 
ufed among the eafterirnations, two fpansitr length, 
and as much in breadth, Having received the let- 
ter and compliment of leave by the mouth of the 
atmath dulet, he made fuch another obeifance as 
he had done before, and was again conducted to 
the. garden; from whence, with his retinue, he 
went home, having the letter placed in his tur- 
pant for the obfervation of the people. | 
- On Monday the 23d, the new moon of Auguft 
‘appearing, the Perfians kept their lamentable fef- 
tival for the death of Haffan and Hoffen, the fons 
of. Hali, who were killed by Omar near Bagdat. 
“During the ten days it lafts, every {quare is fet out 
_with lights, and in the middle a banner is raifed, 
‘near which a mullah gets into a high pulpit to 
-preach, Se is attended by all the people of the 
fquare, efpecially the women, who give him mo- 
ney, fweetmeats, and rofe-water, to, cool him, 
-when.heated with preaching. Till this feftival is 
over, no Turk can appear in public, without great 
danger. of his life, The populace made. a figure 
of ftraw, wound about with cords, and fetting j it 
on.an.afs, carried it all about the town, beatin 
it, and fometimes calling it Omar, and fometimes 
-Abumurgian his companion. At laft, ‘in a hellifh 
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rage, they killed the poor afs, and in:the effigy of _ 
f{traw, burnt both the murderers of the two, holy 
youths. On the laft day, of the feftival, the king 
made a mangeles or entertainment over the gate of 
Ala Capi, at which ‘all the nobility. and embafla- 
dors..were prefent. The horfes and, wild’ beafts 
were ranged before the palace as they had been be- 
fore, and all the meidan was cleared from fhops, 
to make room for: above ‘one thoufand horfes, be-. 
longing to the great men who were come to the 
feaft. © Several proceffions from all parts of the 
town entered the meidan betimes; fome: carried 
pikes of a vaft length, with banners. faftened to 
them, and led horfes loaded with arms, and tur-’ 
‘bants of their fuppofed martyrs, finging doleful 
verfes, and dancing in a ridiculous manner to the 
found of two-bafons beaten at the fame time. 
Some carried the ‘images of thofe very martyrs on 
biers, dancing about them. Others:brought with’ 
them two children tied to a camel, as if they were 
dead, with two led horfes carrying the arms. All 
thefe proceffions paffed before the gallery, where: 
the king was, the blind people beating themfelves 
feverely to reprefent the murder the more lively; 
and making nothing of even death itfelf,’ being 
fully perfuaded that whofoever dies in that*con* 
fufion, goes direétly to heaven. The owners af 
the fhops offered cold water to all thofe that were’ 
thirfty, in memory of the thirft Haffan and Hof- 
fen endured after their father Hali was wounded,”

The, ex- 
pounders of the alcoran are called mullahs, ,and, 
are; compleat hypocrites; for they always walk 
gravely, talk. ferioufly, and when they meet any 
body, feem to pray, laying a cloth on the ground, 
and upon that a ftone or clod of earth brought 
from Mecca, which they kifs now and then, and 
always carry little filver pipes tied to their arms, 
with fome fentence of the alcoran in them, or fuch 
like trifle.

_ ifonly the firft joint of the finger, ten. The buyer 


anfwers what he bids by the fame figns, and a cloth 


being thrown over their hands, this is done fecretly, 
fo that none of the company can know what is of- 
fered. Ifthey agree, the broker joins the buyer and

his own, the bargain’is concluded. ‘The profit 
made by the pearls is countervailed by the unhealthi- 
nefs of the place, the air being fo hot in fummer, 
that not only men, but birds and beafts hide them- 
felves for fhelter.

_ All that has hitherté been defcribed is cut in the 
very rock without any addition to the ftatues, but 
on the floor of the pagod are feveral hewn ftones, 
which perhaps formerly ferved for fteps to fome 


ftru€&ture. Coming out of the pagod, and afcending 


fifteen fteps, all cut out of the rock, there are two 
-cifterns-of rain water good to drink ; and fifteen fteps 
higher a great one with much-water, and mounting 
twenty fteps higher a {mall one in the middle of 
the grotto. At a imall diftance from thefe grotts 
is another pagod with a handfome plain place be- 
_fore it, and little benches about it to fit down, 
and a ciftern in the middle. On both the fides, 
and over the entrance there are above four hun- 
dred figures great and {mall carved, fome fitting, 
fome ftanding, like thofe before {poke of. De- 
{cending fifty direct fteps there is a plain {pace cut 
in the rock, which is not very hard, and eight oc- 
_ tangular columns twelve {pans high, through which, 
by five fteps, you afcend into an arch. In this
